Editor Chicago Field: —I am pleased to see you not only 
advocate the enforcement of the laws, but whenever and wherever 
the chance Is offered (and you don’t wait for the chance to be 
offered, but seek It), you see them enforced. “ Hallelujah 1 ” 
"Joyous tidings from afar! ’’ But are you sure to stick) Won't 
It be made apparent to you that " It would not be for the Inter¬ 
est of the state Iswb to conflict with the Interests of the game 
dealers and hotel keepers, who are spending hundreds of thous¬ 
ands of dollars In the purchase and sale of game, Just to please 
a few sportsmen." Didn't you know legitimate business should 
not be hampered) (Congress has the exclusive handling of that 
business.) Can’t you see it’s for the Interest of this country that 
our game should be annihilated In the shortest space of time pos¬ 
sible) Why, It will save the sportsmen of this country millions 
of dollars every year, that they now squander on breech-loading 
guns, Ashing tackle, ammunition, traveling expenses, hotel ac¬ 
commodations, farmers for the care of horses, use of boats, 
Chicago Field, etc., etc. Why, In five years, If this Indiscrimi¬ 
nate slaughter continues, only those sportsmen whose purse and 
time will permit of their visiting some foreign country (England, 
for Instance) will be addicted to this squandering foolishness, 
whereby railroads, hotels, guides, and hundreds engaged In the 
different branches of trade now receive a princely royalty, be¬ 
sides by that time the game dealers, pot hunters, guides, etc., 
will all have become rich, and can retire on a well-earned com¬ 
petency. 

To "loa” I would say: Certainly print the game laws; of course 
the members of your club are not familiar with the laws—organ- 
Izatlons of the sort are not supposed to be. Send a copy to the 
“ parties now shooting for market,” also the " four presidents of 
the sportsmen’s clubs of Chicago ”—they need them sure—and 
while engaged In the good work send a lot to Maine. The woods 
are full of “um ’’ from Maine to California, who need jnst such a 
notice; but one good, enterprising, persevering sportsman, who 
will put himself out to learn, and prosecute all who violate our 
game and (lah laws, will prove of more practical benefit than all 
the printer’s Ink you can bestow on these ebsps. 

We warn, talk, lay down the law and the justice of the case, 
but we don’t, or can but a few of us spare the time necessary to 
catch and prosecute transgressors, even were we inclined to to do , 
and there is where the rub comes in. We know that members 
of our clubs are In the habit of going after woodcocks nearly 
every day in August, and yet we are loath to prosecute or procure 
the necessary evidence, for the reason they are acquaintances, 
fellow associates at times, and, while considering them selfish In 
the matter, yet we don't want to create an 111 feeling In the club, 
and so we do nothing. 

Now, I have a plan, which Is: Have a state game commissioner 
whose duty It shall be to enforce our present and future game 
laws, foster public opinion, Interest the farmers and laud owners 
by poluting out the pecuniary advantages the preservation of 
our game and Ash can be made to them. 

I would suggest that this commissioner have deputy wardens In 
every county, city and town, who should report to him violations, 
every rumored violation, and every person accustom'd to hunt 
and Ash out of season, together with such Information as he 
might thluk beneficial. Then the commissioner can, Individually, 
or through a deputy from another section of the state (I dou’t 
believe In using as deputy a resident of the locality where parties 
are to be prosecuted), by a little caution soon procure evidence 
sufficient (and learn the transgressors of that sectlou) to procure 
judgment. I believe a commissioner of this sort by a Judicious 
selection of deputies could suppress violations In this slate In a 
short time. He must be a state officer, paid by the state, and 
blB deputies must be paid while employed, but the necessary ap¬ 
propriation would be saved to the state ten times over by the 
additional value of her game and fish. We should then have 
courage to urge aud assist In re-stocklng our fields and streams.

Tbc Wisconsin Association.

Editor Chicago Field: —I am greatly gratified to notice In 
the Chicago Field of the 28d Inst., that there Is now a prospect 
for the organization of a State Association In Wisconsin. Such 
an organization, properly handled, Is beyond question one of the 
most potent Instruments that can be used toward staying the 
work of extermination upon our fish and game. 

The Imperative necessity of Immediate and persistent action 
upon the part of all those who do not wish to see our fish and 
game utterly perish, grows dally more and more pressing. The 
army of shooters Is Increasing every day. Each year brings 
scores of new recruits to Its ranks, most of whom belong to the 
order of the game slaughterer. The appalling and lawless de¬ 
struction of game, which seems to be carried on almost every¬ 
where, was more especially pressed upon my attention during a 
recent trip Into southwestern Minnesota, In company with a party 
of gentlemen from this county. We went out on the C. M. A St. 
P. B. R. (whose officers and employee, by the way, treated us with 
the greatest courtesy and consideration and cared for the docs In 
the most humane manner), crossing the Mississippi at Prairie du 
Chlen and following the Iowa and Dakota division to the Junc¬ 
tion of the Sioux City and St Paul K. R. at Sheldon,thence north 
to Worthington, Nobles County, Minnesota. The number of 
shooters to be found all along this route Is simply amazing. 
Tbelr name Is l<«lon. Almost every railway station has Its 
quota of hunters, armed with all sorts of weapons, from an old 
musket to the finest breech-loader, and accompanied with every 
variety of canine from the highest-bred pointer to the most con¬ 
temptible mongrel. One hundred miles west of the Mississippi 
such a thing as the game lem Is apparently unknown, and chicken 
shooting commenced In July. We found the same state of facts 
existing at Worthington and vicinity. 

The supply of oh tokens would seam to be Inexhaustible as In 
many places along the route scores of birds would Jump up from 


beside the track every few rods as the train bowled along across 
the virgin prairie. We also found birds very abundant about 
Worthington. But mauy gentlemen, who had given the subject 
attention, Informed us that the number had perceptibly decreased 
within the past two or three years. It is no difficult matter to 
understand, that If the present condition of affairs continues 
many years, the birds of the West are doomed. In this state they 
have already reached the verge of extermination. There Is but 
one hqpe for their preservation. That hope lies with the tporte- 
tnen. When I say eportemen, I mean the genuine sportsmen; 
those gentlemen who love field sport as a noble pastime, a health¬ 
giving, soul-stirring recreation, and not as a selfish game slaughter. 
I know, when we look at the magnitude the work of extermina¬ 
tion has attained, It seems almost a hopeless task to attempt to 
check lie devastating march. But we should not forget that “ In 
union there Is strength." Co-operation means power. Individ¬ 
ual effort can and has done much In the right direction. The 
heroic work of Dr. Rowe toward the suppression of game piracy 
In Chicago, furnishes an example worthy the emulation of every 
man who has the preservation of game at heart. 

When the efforts of a single person can <lo so much, organization 
devoted to the work of game protection may accomplish won¬ 
ders. 

Fellow sportsmen, It rests with us to say what shall be done 
that our game may be saved. OuibkoNSIN. 


Destructive Prairie Fires. 


Topeka, Kan. 

Editor Chicago Field: —There seems to be a general com¬ 
plaint by sportsmen through the columns of the Chicago Field, 
of the scarcity of prairie chickens this season. Wa hear the 
same complaint here amongst our sportsmen. Considerable hunt¬ 
ing has been done here since Aug. 1, but with very few excep¬ 
tions light bags have been made. My experience Is that It Is 
principally owing to the excessive dry, hot weather, the chickens 
have gone Into the cornfields and high grass, and the sportsman 
hunting In the open fields falls to find them. Last Spring was 
very favorable for nesting, and hatching find rearing the young, 
and there was a great many old ones left over here, owing to 
their being driven South from ths extreme cold and snow north 
of us. and I see no reason why there shouldn’t be plenty of young 
chickens. There Is one serious drawback to the chickens In this 
state, and that Is the late burning off of the prairies after the 
birds have commenced nesting and batching. More birds are de¬ 
stroyed In this way In one season than all the sportsmen In Kan¬ 
sas would kill In live years. As proof of my assertion I will give 
you one little Incident: During last Spring aud Summer 1 was 
stopping In Cowley county, Kan.; near by the house where I 
stopped was a half section of prairie grass which was not burnt 
off during the Winter and Spring, but one night during the lat¬ 
ter part of May some one set fire to the grass and the whole half 
section was burnt off. Next morning I, In company with the 
gentleman I was stopping with, walked over the burnt ground. 
We found nine prairie chicken uests containing from eight to 
tweuty eggs each; taking the average number of eggs to each 
Dest and we hare about 117 eggs, which would have produced at 
least calculation eighty chickens utterly destroyed, besides several 
quail nests and numbers of meadow larks aud sparrows. Now, 
Mr. Editor, when we find this on a half section, of prairie, what 
are we to expect when whole sections and townships are burnt 
off In this way) I thluk we need a little special legislation on 
Ibis subject, and the state sportsmen's association should look 
after the matter the coming Winter. I am glad to say there 
seems to be quite an awakening among the sportsmen In this 
state this season. Clubs are being organized and trap shooting 
at glass balls and pigeons quite common. The State Sportsmen’s 
association are making preparations for a grand shooting tourna¬ 
ment to be held at Saiina, Kan., Oct. 8, H and 10. Some valua¬ 
ble prizes will be hung up for the crack shots to compete for. To¬ 
peka has organized quite a lively gun club and has been doing 
some very good shooting at glass balls and pigeons. They will 
send iu their application to the state association for membership. 
Among the enterprises here In sporting matters Is that of Messrs. 
John B. Lynn and Q. W. LaKue, of Springfield, Ohio, they hav¬ 
ing opened a first-class sportsmen’s emporium. They are both 
thorough sportsmen. Qiiall are quite plenty and promise fine 
sport after Oct. 1, and we hope to find chickens more plentiful 
after we get rain and the hot weather subsides. Bugle Bill.

Editor Chicaoo Field:— In accordance with my promise to 
send you any Items of interest from this section of Iowa, I send 
the following from the Courier, which may Interest the pious and 
Instruct the lawless: 

" Last Friday a case of violation of the game laws was brought 
before 'Squire Kuhns on an luformatlon signed by the president 
of the Rod and Quo Clu». The Informalon charged that E. R. 
Travis and Jas. Wheeler, the former a member of this club, and 
the latter president of the Sioux City Club, bad soot prairie 
chickens contrary to law. After considerable argument on dif¬ 
ferent points It was proposed that If the cases were consolidated, 
defendants would plead guilty to the charge of shooting one prai¬ 
rie chicken. Thecounael for the prosecution, C. W. Mullan, Esq., 
agreed to this, and Judgment was rendered accordingly, the fine 
and costa amounting to 935.10 The accused state that they had 
no Intention of shooting chickens when they want out, and In¬ 
tend to live up to the law In this matter henceforth. We do 
not doubt but others In .this city and oounty have been 
guilty of breaking the game law, and the dob should prosecute 
all who do It If the law la wrong, as many claim, the best way 
to secure Its modification Is to enforce It until the Injustice of 
It, If there be any, Is made apparent to all. On aod after Mon¬ 
day next It frill be lawful to ahoot chickens until the first day of 
December, and our sportsmen wUl be running no risks of pay¬ 
ing dear for their oblckeas between those dates." 


From the above It Is perfectly apparent that our dub will not 
be defeated In their object, even unto a president of a foreign 
dub shall the penalty of disobedience to the law be attached If 
wlthlo their jurisdiction, and while we deprecate the unjustness of 
our state law, which prohibits us from chicken shooting until 
Sept. 1st, It Is a duty we enjoin on all clubs of the state to be 
watchful that It Is carried out to the letter, until such a time when 
the law shall have been changed so as to put us on a just basis 
with our adjoining states, whose law legalizes chicken shooting 
from August 15. It Is the duty of clubs In Iowa to see to It that 
this law is changed. Therefore let us hope that, at the next meet¬ 
ing of the legislature, the Influx of petitions may be so gen¬ 
eral as to accomplish this result. Though we have bad less un¬ 
lawful shooting this season than heretofore, the above Is a case 
that draws Its own moral. J. A. Qwynnb. 


Game Protection in the District of Columbia. 


Washington, D. C. 

Editor Chicago Field: —The superintendent of police Is 
making every effort to carry out the provisions of the game law 
of the district Three men were arrested and fined 95 and $10 
each for having birds Id tbelr possession. One, Dick Lee, had 
six dozen reed birds In his possession, but was fined for only five 
birds. This Is altogether wrong. He should have been made to 
pay the penalty for every bird In his possession; and the man 
making the charge against him has not done his full duty. There 
Is another set of men the police have got to look after besides the 
shooters, and that Is the buyers. It Is a well-known fact to all 
sportsmen that If the demand for game birds out of seasOD Is not 
made that pot-hunters will not shoot them, for the pleasure of 
shooting. Every bird to them represents dollars and cents. 

If our superintendent of police will only help catch the brutes 
who shoot woodcocks In April and May, or any time before the 
law gives them permission, he will add to the obligations under 
which he has already laid the sportsmen of this vicinity. It Is 
useless to look for united effort on the part of the shooters here, 
to break up this Illegal traffic. If a club Is organized It seems 
more for plgeou shooting than for the protection of game. 

With the help of a few kindred spirits I am going to try and 
secure a conviction In the cases of several men here who are 
already buying quails. Evidence Is exceedingly hard to get, for 
Mr. Pot Hunter has so many friends that he can easily have any 
kind of evidence he wants. 

The only successful organization of sportsmen In this city Is 
the Anacosta Gun Club. They set up no pretentions to be a 
game-protective association, but are organized for mutual Im¬ 
provement in the use of the shot-gun They have secured good 
grounds, well fenced In; have a frame club house, aud have 
weekly shoots at glass balls aud pigeons. 

The reed birds, aud ortolan or rail, are here In countless num¬ 
bers aud will afford fine shooting. Jack Snipe.

Time, 2:24*4- 1° the third heat 
Emma Bweut lo the front on the backstretch, but Alley lapped her in 
passing the half and held hts place to the distance, where ho Indulged 
in a run This rent him nnder the wire a head iu front, but the heat 
was given to the mare. Time, 2::W. Pool* still sold with Alley slightly 
a favorite. Emma B led In the fourth heat to tho quarter, where Aliev 
collared her. On the lower turn her break gave Alley four lengths lead, 
and lieso Auished ol. a jog, with Star second. Time, 2The fifth 
beat decided the race for Aliev. Tho mare had the beat of It again to 
the quarter.

The Sale of Karus and hla Expulsion. 

Thr withdrawal of Hum* Drum the froc-Tor all race at liie Hartford 
meet lug aud the formal expulsion of The borae aud hla owner, 
R. B. Conklin, of Greenpolut, Long Island, are of an extraordinary 
uniure. Tin? assemblage was largely attracted by the advertised race 
between liarus mid Hopeful, aud until an hour after the race of the day 
bad opened there woe no Intimation of a change of programme. About 
two o clock It was noted that Splan, thedriverof Ranis, was in ftrequeut 
conference with the Judges, and soon the rumor gained strength that 
ltarus had been sold, and that his new ow ner would not allow him to 
trot. No oue could #av who the new owuer was. The association offi¬ 
cer# and Splan were alike reticent. Various names were reported. In¬ 
cluding Robert Bonner. J. H. llsverly, of minstrel Tame, and L. Foster 
Dewey and Z. E. Simmons. both of New York. A long watt occurred, 
during which u professional bicycle rider mantruvred on the track to 
umuse the crowd, aud showed a mile In !im. 27*4#. with the first quarter 
at a three-minute gait At half-past three Mr. lUrbtsoii, president of 
the Fark Association, stepped forward In the judges' stand and called 
out, “ Rams aud Hopeful ate ordered to appear here on time." 

Several minutes elapsing, only Hopeful responding, he again ap¬ 
pealed aud made the following statement: “I wlah to announce iu be¬ 
half of the Connecticut Stock Breeders' Association, proprietors of this 
course, that the bay gelding Karus and H. B. Conklin, of Greenpolut, 
L. 1, are expelled by this association for refusing to appear and per¬ 
form under the entry regularly made. I have further to unnouuce that 
Mr. Splan is not in any way, as far as wo can understand, unwilling to 
perform hi# engagements In this race, lu consequeuce of this uffalr 
lbe associationhas made au arrangement with the owners of Hopeful 
and Sleepy Torn, and they will give a race this afternoon." Scarcely had 
Mr. Uarbison closed his remarks when Splan appeared ou the track In 
front of the stand aud addressed the judges in excited loues. lie said 
substantially: “ 1 would like to say as a friend of Mr. Colliding that 1 
think your decision is au uncalled-for panishmeiii. Mr. Conkllng 
has trotted Ranis fof‘ a long time In au honorable way and 
asked no Taxors. He sold Karus this morning to Mr. Whitehead 
and delivered him with bis cugagvmeuls for the new owner 
to do with hiin us he saw fit. T don't see hy what possi¬ 
bility Mr. Conklin can be held responsible, ns he now neither owns 
nor controls Karus. The responsibility rests with Mr. Whitehead." 
Spluu theu retired amid an excited buzz of comment which pervaded 
the assembly The Judges hud liotlilug further to communicate, aud 
rang the bell for the next heat of the tweuty four race. The Herald 
reporter interviewed Splan and found him uncommunicative excepting 
iu hi# protestations against (he action of the judges He said, however, 
that the sale was to 11. M Whitehead, a New York lawyer, who was on 
tlie grounds. Mr. Whitehead was found aud mude the following state¬ 
ment:—"I purchased Karus to day from Mr. Coukling in behulfof Z. E. 
Simmon#, of New York City. To© price paid was $80,000, and the 
horse was delivered into my possession this noon, nt tne stables on the 
truck, lie is now there, and will bo sent to New York to morrow. As 
to the order of explosion, I mast say that In my opinion It wa# wrong. 
The association had no power nnder the rules to suspend Mr. Conklin. 
I dispute the claim of the association that Kurus was ever regularly en¬ 
tered lor this race, aud, as I understand it, there wa# merely au under¬ 
standing that he should appear. It seems that Burdclt Loomis, au 
agent of the association when In Chicago some weeks ago opened ne- 

? ;otiations for lbe appearance of Karus here, and the result of the cou- 
erenee was »hat Loomis sent a regular entry to Ihe association, al¬ 
though Conklin says he was never authorized to do so. When the 
purchase was made to-day 1 telegraphed Mr. Simmons, who was in 
New York, inquiring whether he was willing to have the horse start in 
the race. He replied iu the negative, and 1 informed the association 
to that effect. Then they fell back on Comedo and the entry, and I 
agitlu telegraphed Simmons, stating the condition ol affairs and 
repealing my Inquiry. Borne one in Simmons' office replied that 
he was absent, and in this emergency I decided not to take upon 
myself the responsibility of racing $36,0Jl> worth of another 
mau's property. I slated the case to Harblson and ottered 
for the sake of good feeling and the assemblage to hove the horses trot¬ 
ted up and dowu the track iu front of the grand stand for exhibition 
only. Uarbison made no reply to this, byt went lulo the stand nnd 
made the announcement of expulsion. I regard that action us very and 
unfair, aud bad for the trotting park# of tho country. It keeps Ihe parks 
out of money they would draw from tho exhibition of Karus if Simmon* 
intends to keep him on the turf, aud If not the expulsion must be re¬ 
garded only as a sort of spite against Conklin." A rumor prevailed this 
evening that Simmons purchases Karus for Mr. Bonuer, but Mr. White¬ 
head slates positively that Mr. Bouuer is In no way concerned In tho 
transaction. The officers of the association base their action on rule 17 
or the National Trotting Association, which provides that a horse shall 
not he drawn without permission of the Judges, unless before seven 
o'clock p. m. of the dsy preceding the race notice Is given of Intention 
not to start. Violation is punishable with fine, suspension or expul¬ 
sion. The Judges further say that they have evidence that Whitehead 
offered lo lake the horse ou Friday, tho day after the race, and nay the 
full fiirare. but that Conklin, for some unexplained reason, Insisted ou 


evor bought. Including Haras. I am aorry that he did not get Haras so 
as to msku a larger profit ou him. I did not know until Thursday even¬ 
ing why he was withdrawn or that be waa withdrawn. In fact It waa a 
surprise to me. Mr. Simmntia baa given hla own reasons for with¬ 
drawing him—namely, that he did not waot so valuable a borae of his 
to trot when be was not present." Mr. Bonner added that be bad pur¬ 
chased Karus at a price slightly lu excess of that which Mr. Simmons 
had paid.

On this subject of fresb water pearls our contemporary, the 
London Country says: “ It has often been a source of surprise 
to us that tbe ordinary fresh-water mussel ot our lakes and rivers 
In England Is not cultivated for the sake of the pearls It Is capa¬ 
ble of producing We have vivid recollections of taking In our 
youthful days more than one pearl from thclarger kind of bivalve 
—truly, of little quality and value, but still a pearl—and we at 
this time possess one from a mussel found half rat-eaten on tbe 
bank of a well-known Urge pike lake near Windsor, which, for 
purity of tint,, rivals the best oyster jewels. The matter is at 
least worthy of extended experiment, and we commend it to fish 
culturists as being most likely to understand the habits and re¬ 
quirements of the creatare. In Scotland these molluscs, accord- 
lug to s recent article lu the ‘ Colonies and India,’ are sources 
of considerable revenue. It appears that the principal seat of 
tbe Industry is Iti the shallow perilous of the Doon, the Tcith, tbe 
Spey, the Conon, the Clyde, the Tay, and one or two other streams 
aud lakes connected with them.

This 
advice would ouly be tendered after proof had been made that 
there actually was such obnoxious legislation in existence. The

While Oriental pearls of a pure whiteness are esteemed the most 
highly, a pinkish bue Is supposud to enhance the value of the 
‘Scotch’ pearl. The cultivation of fresh water mussels for the 
purpose of collecting the pearls Is also carried on by one or two 
private persons, not only in Scotland, but In Wales and to a much 
larger extent In Germany and Austria. Our friends In Australia 
and at the Cape might turn their nttoutlon to this matter. No 
great expense need he Incurred In keeping up, or even gathering 
together, a bed of mussels; a few poles, with a bottom ot mixed 
sand and mud, and a few rocks or stones, are all that is neces¬ 
sary. Tbe cost of supervision and maintenance is nil. The 
trouble of opening Is slight, and tbe chauccs ot success are good. 
The best way to look for the gems is to adopt tbe Oriental meth¬ 
od, and packing tbe molluscs together lu s heap, to allow them 
to putrefy, when a good washing In water, with precautions to 
prevent the gems from being carried away by tbe ellluent water,

legislation is contrary to the spirit of the treaty. The fact is 
that the Americans bare purchased for a term ot years the right 
to resort to our fisheries under and subject to the same rules and 
regulations as arc Imposed upon our owu fishermen. That and 
nothing more. If there actually lie lu existence any law which 
operates more harshly against the foreign than against the native 
fishermen we have no desire to defend it without knowing what 
it is. But, so far as we know, theru has not been tbe least hint 
that any such partial law exists, and if It does exist we are sure 
that tieilber the government of the Dominion nor that of New¬ 
foundland would suffer It to exist after Its partiality had been 
proved, even through such ~Hh Informal medium as the public 
press. 

It Is nonsense for the American government to contend, If It 
does so contend, that we have not the full right to protect our 
fisheries against reckless spoliation. The Uuited States once had 
fisheries supposed to be Inexhaustible, but the senseless rapacity 
of their fishermen destroyed them. The same fishermeu would, 
no doubt, like to serve our fisheries In the same manner, espe 
daily—and this Is an Important point to be borne In inind—since 
the more completely tbe fisheries can be despoiled In the next 
hulf dozen yenrs the less valuable will they be when tbe new ne¬ 
gotiations come to be held. Our neighbors inay as well dismiss 
tbe thought that they will ever, as long as the Dominion lasts, 
be allowed to acquire sovereignty, even partial sovereignty, over 
our fisheries The Immense and growlug value of that posses¬ 
sion Is ouly now becoming known. With careful attention, 
such as it has been the policy of Canadian g ivertimenU to be¬ 
stow upon them, the fisheries promise to become a vast and per¬ 
manent source of wealth. It the sovereignty over them were di¬ 
vided the fisheries could not be properly preserved; millions of 
tons of good food would be wasted because It was nobody’s busi¬ 
ness to see after It. The sovereignly must be retained In our 
own hands, and If Americans are admitted they must pay a fair 
sum, not only for the fish they catch, but also for the cost of 
preserving the fisheries. The nature of the regulations to be 
submitted to should form part of the considerations to be taken 
Into account at the next arbitration. As fur tbe existing regu¬ 
lations, they were made before tbe award of the late commission

an hour to land It, or cut tbelr line. This always reminds us of 
the remark of a London cabman who was looking at a police¬ 
man running In a man who was very drunk. A bystander re¬ 
marked, "’e’s sick, that chap." "Tea," sighed cabby, “'e’s 
hawful sick, an' I wish I ’ad art 'Is disease.” Without doubt 
many of our eastern readers regard this complaint against the 
salmon as a joke, or, at the farthest, only an Individual taste 
of tbe complainant, just as we did at first, but from tbe local 
newspapers and our own private correspondence we can say that 
the anglers of the Pacific coast prefer to catch trout to taking 
salmon. The fact that trout are plenty with us while salmon 
are a rarity only to be obtained at a long journey Into the 
wilderness at a great expense of time and money, naturally In¬ 
clines us to hold a different opinion as to the charms of trout 
and salmon fishing. The recent trip of tbe comedians, Messrs. 
Florence and Southern, at whom as a pair of intense practical 
jokers themselves we took the liberty of poking a little harmless 
fun, cost these gentlemen between six and seven thousand dol¬ 
lars. There were eighteen persons in all, guides, boatmen, 
gaffers, cook, etc., and their steam tug alone f'om Quebec cost 
11,000. Now we hardly tbluk that these gentlemen would In¬ 
vest such a sum In any amount of trout fishing, or any other 
fishing In fact, as to Individuals of such tastes the wilderness Is 
one of the main, If not tbe main attraction. 

Still we have always held that the "bag” was a secondary con¬ 
sideration to sport, and In the days of our frontier life were 
often laughed at for shooting “woodpeckers," as the old 
frontiersmen called woodcock; they dedluing to shoot anything 
less than a "chicken” and bow one could waste so much lead for 
so little " meat ” was a puazle to them. Bo we holding these 
views of sport cannot consistently question the tastes of our 
Pacific friends, and, like the cabby, can only wish we had half 
their cause of complaint. Many an Eastern angler wbo has 
never killed a salmon looks forward to the day when he will 
strike this lord of the rivers and fight him to tbe death. The 
old story about the salmon of tbe Pacific coast never taking the 
fly is as tenacious of life as other old yarns, and Is now being 
circulated In Germany and other countries where the California 
salmon has been Introduced, notwithstanding the fact that It has 
been nailed to the barn door many times within tbe past five 
years. We have been moved to write this by receiving the fol¬ 
lowing letter from one of our valued correspondents, whose rep¬ 
utation as an angler and fishculturlst stands very high. He 
writes: 

_ Ban Fhancisco, Can. 

Editob Chic-auo Field: I took my vacation this year on Ike head 
waters of Iho Cloud, or McCloud, river, on tbe llaiiks of the Monnl 
Shasta, where then- arc deer, hour, aaliuon aud trout in ahiindauce. 

We had a clot loos time for two weeks; my wife aud I had a tent un¬ 
der the lull pines overlooking- u salmon pool iu the Ice-cold river. 
There were plenty or horses, snides aud servants to cook, so w e worked 
hard at homing aud fishing every day, living upon venison, treat, 
whortleberries and wild plume, glvlug the salntou to the Indians. My 
heaviest salmon weighed twenty-three pounds, while the average of oar 
catch was fifteen pounds. We were not fishing for them, but thov would 
take tbe hook while we were fishing for trout, and when hooked must 
he lauded 1 think I have laid iu a slin k of health that will last me a 
year. I wish some of you people who spend so much money to catch 
salmon Iu the Kcstlgouche and finu-’cuuy would come to the Cloud 
and threw your fly for trout weighing from ooe to five pounds, and l>e 
deviled every dozen throws with a salmon who takes a hair au hour to 
laud, while your friend who knows the river betier, is out-counting you 
ou trout. Salmon, like Rip Van Winkle s driuks, -don't count 'ou 
the Cloud, while trout do. * * * r. 

We predict that future generations of anglers on the Pacific 
slope, after the salmon have become rare, will quote these opin¬ 
ions of their grandfather’s as evidence of the former abundance 
of salmon, when 6almon were so plenty aa to become a nuisance. 
We know that hundreds of our readers will second our desire 
when we again repeat, we wish we had half their complaint. 

The American Tunny or Horse-Mackerel. 

Horse mackerel have abounded in the bay this season, to the 
disgust of both amateur aud professional fishermen, whose sport, 
or occupation, they sadly Interfere with, not only by swallowing 
the small mackerel by wholesale, but by driving many floore away 
and by destroying nets and weirs. Collins had a fine specimen 
of this fish on exhibition at hta market last year, but we have not 
heard of the capture of one In this vicinity this season, To nat¬ 
uralists the horse mackerel Is known as Thynnus vulgarit * (the 
common Tunny) while the Nova Scotia fishermen generally call 
It the Alblcore. It Is frequently taken of from six to twelve feet 
In length. Dr. Storer, In his report on the Fishes of Massachu¬ 
setts, mentions oue of these fish as having been taken near Cape 
Auu which was fifteen feet In length, and weighed about 1.0U0 
pounds, but he considered It a rare fish In those waters. A Hal¬ 
ifax, Nova 8cotia, fisherman stated to M. H. Perley, Esq., of St. 
John, N. B., author of reports on the sea and river fisheries of 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick, that he had taken a horse 
mackerel, which, when cut up filled three puncheons. This fish 
Is supposed to be a wanderer from the Mediterranean, and twenty- 
five yeara ago was less common on this coast than now. Then 
single specimens were occasionally taken upon the coast of Great 
Britain, on tbe Banks of Newfoundland, and along the coast of 
North America as far south aa New York. It has never been 
much esteemed In this country as an article of food, but In the 
Mediterranean, where It Is a common fish, generally swimming 
In schools, It has long been celebrated for IU delicacy. The 
tunny fishery of the Mediterranean la very Important, and In 
Sicily it forms one of the most considerable branches of tbe com¬ 
merce of the Island. Tbe tunny is there cured by taking out the 
whole of the Inside, wishing tbe flesh with brine, and cutting It 
In slices, which are covered with pounded salt. Three slices are 
packed In barrels, with alternate layers of salt; aud when sent 
to any dlsUnce they are packed lo smaller barrels with fresh salt. 

The flesh of the tunny Is so solid that It seemB something be¬ 
tween fish aud meat; It U aa firm aa sturgeon, but finer flavored, 
tin France It la dreaaed In a variety of ways and Is always found 
excellent. It Is served ss a ragout (stew) or plain fried or 
boiled; plea are made of It, which are to celebrated as to be sent 
all over France—they keep good for six weeks or two months 
Before It la Is cooked the flesh has the red appearance of beef, 
bnt wheu dressed It becomes paler. Since the tunny became 
more plentiful on tbe North American coast It has, slrmngs to 
say, risen In popular estimation as an article of food, and la now 
much used In Newfoundland, Lest some of our amateur fisher¬ 
men should In capturing one of those flah mistake U for a cun- , 
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ner or a flounder, or, what Is more likely, a baby whale, we ap¬ 
pend a careful description of the tunny from Perley'a reporta: 

The upper surface of this flsh la blackish; tbe aides, silvery, 
beneath, white. No colored line* or spots; tongne and Inside 
of tbe mouth, black. Hides golden, with greenish reflections. It 
Is characterized by Itfpp and huge pectoral flns; the tall la cres¬ 
cent shaped, very wide acroae the tips. The jews when closed 
are nearly equal; tbe tongue, large and broad; the gape of tbe 
mouth very wide. Tbr scales on the body, lo front of the first 
dorsal, and beneath tbf pectorals, also very large. Gill covers e<- 
ceedlngly large, perfectly smooth, of a silvery grey color. Tbe 
rays of the flrst dorsal An are very strong; this fln shuts entirely 
Into a deep groove, and, when unexpanded, la parfectly Invisible. 
—Belfast, Me., Hej/uUican Journal.

Polluting the Waters. 

Since the New York street-cleaning department has been de¬ 
tected In dumping ashes, garbage, and other street refuse Inside 
of Sandy Hook, to tbe great danger of filling up the channels of 
that harbor, all questions connected with the dumplog of refuse 
Into tbe waters have been discussed In the city papers. A few 
weeks ago we commented on the Canadian law forbidding the 
throwing of flsh offal Into the water, and remarked that It waa 
soon devoured by tbe Innumerable scavengers, and, In fact, fur¬ 
nished food for some fishes, and Its absurdity was so apparent 
that the law was thought by some to be merely for tbr annoyance 
of American fishermen, requiring them to land In order to dis¬ 
pose of their offal. 

On this subject the New Yo&rTima says: Some correspon¬ 
dence has arisen In regard to the action of tbe Canadian authori¬ 
ties In Imposing a fine on American fishermen throwing their 
offal Into the water. Writing on the subject, Mr. Fred Mather, 
of the Cuicaoo Field, Is undoubtedly right. The sea Is not a 
lake or a circumscribed area of water. All the offal that all the 
fishermen could throw into the sea, within a narrow area. If It 
hurt the fish, could only do so to a most limited extent, one 
which would be hardly appreciable. Nature la ever watchful, 
and her own destructive powers are unceasing. She dissolves 
what she cannot sink Into the sea, and the scavenging process Is 
certainly more rapid in the water than on the land. For the 
few terrestrial birds and Insects which rid us of our useless mat¬ 
ter, there are an Immensely larger proportion of aquatic creatures; 
tbe sea even calls on the birds for help In this process. The 
great natural equilibrium Is ever being kept up, which man, with 
his puny efforts, can hardly disturb. If the filth from Coney 
Island be poured IntoSbeepshead Bay, tbe fish, crabs, and bathers 
In the Immediate proximity might suffer; but with the vast ex¬ 
panse of water as It surges along the Atlantic coast, nun’s efforts 
towards the pollution of the ocean would be Impossible. The 
action of tbe Canadian authorities In regard to the barm dono to 
tbe fisheries by the throwing overboard of tbe flsh offal Is both 
stupid and senseless. Let them ponder over Yri. Partington and 
how she tried to sweep out the Atlsutlc ocean with her broom."

An abstract of a paper read before the America^ Association 
for the Advancement of Science, at Saratoga, Aug. 29, by Pro¬ 
fessor G. Brown Goode, of the U. 8. Flah Commission; 

Tbe menhaden has some thirty different names, according to 
the section of the coast where It Is found, which In 8ummer Is 
from Matue to Florida. The first schools appear oo the coast of 
Maryland In April and leave In December. They get to the coast 
of Maine In May and leave In September and October. Their 
migrations are governed by the temperature of tbe water along 
their route. 

They are fond of shallow water, and ascend rivers quite a dis¬ 
tance. They are capricious In visiting northern coasts, some¬ 
times not coming to the In shore fishing grounds for a few years, 
and then returning as numerous ss ever. They are the most 
numerous of any kinds of flsh visiting our coast. They seem to 
feed on sediment found on the bottom of the sea near the months 
of rivers, which mud contains organic accretions. 

Tbe breeding grounds are supposed to be shosls found at a 
distance from the shore. 

Menhaden are a great meat-producing fish, being eaten In such 
large quantities that the number annually eaten by other fish has 
been estimated at a million million million, compared with which 
the quantities yearly destroyed by man sink Into Insignificance. 
Aa oil producers they are of more value than any other marine 
animal. Its yield exceeding that of the whale by 200,000 gal¬ 
lons. It Is found to yield a substance similar to Liebig's extract 
of beef. In 1878 the capita) employed In the menhaden oil and 
guano Industry was $3,350,000, and 3,837 with sixty-four steam¬ 
ers and 270 sailing vessels, consuming 777,000,000 of fish. 
Fifty-six factories produced 1,392,044 gallons of oil, valued at 
$450,000; the guano was valued at $000,000. 

The yield of the menhaden fishery In pounds was triple that of 
any other In tbe United 8tales. 

Another Flt for Blsck Bass.— LeRoy, Ill. —tailor Chicago 
FWd O. A. In the last Issue of the Chicago Field wishes to know 
whether the black bass can be taken with tbe artificial fiy In Illi¬ 
nois waters; also to obtain Information respecting the particular 
kind of fly. In reply I would state that I fished for about threo 
weeks this Summer lu the Illinois river, and adjacent lakes and 
sloughs that abound throughout tbe bottoms, and fished with a 
fly altogether. I averaged from forty to fifty good fish per day, 
black bass and pike, the bass ranging from one to six pounds, 
and pike from three to eight, although I captured one that 
weighed nearly ten pounds. I tried both whipping and sinking 
the fly, and, although I averaged more on hot, sunny days by 
sinking In tbe main, I caught by far the most and best fish by 
whipping. I have had considerable experience In trout and 
aalroou, lu fact all kinds of fishing In lakes, rivers, and the sea¬ 
board; but tbe beauty and science of fishing la centered on tbe 
fly. Tbe delicate touch and accuracy obtained by experience In 
caellng and In handling a big flab on light tackle la so different 
from the clumsy spoon or trolling bait, how can one forget the 
momentary excitement caused by the splash or ripple (may be 
only a ring) that emanates from a five-pounder as It strikes tbe 
expectant gaie aa your fly drops gently under some overhanging 
willow or mud embedded log—a strike 1 a feel I and alp goes your 
line as It cute the water; and the 4<h, with terrible power, 
rushes to bis haunt or seeks the bidden roots of the overhanging 
tree; foiled In hla attempt he rushes to the nearest weed*, hut by 
gentle yet firm persuasion be sounds, but yields to the careful 
and practiced hand aud well-balanced rod (bent nearly to a bow) 
be rises, and often, like a whale In hla flurry, Jumps a foot or so 
out of hla watery home, and, sounding again and again, he, 
eventually exhausted and drowned, la gently guided Into the 
landing net, or la aelaed by the gills, and deposited lo the well. 
Ah I wbo does not remember hla flrst flah of the season, dearer to 
him than any two or three Umee the Use later In the season, 
or that old aix-pounder we caught many years ago In such an 


old nook; or that splendid fellow we lost through a bad trice, or, 
as I have often lost a good flsh by a bigger one striking him, or 
a monster pike, whose terrible rush bat torn him off right under 
my noee. Bnt let me return to my subject from which I have 
digressed, enthusiasm having carried me away. Tbe fly that I 
And moat killing Is made as follows. Take two blue feathers 
from tbe back of tbe male woodduck to start with; then add 
about three or four red hackles (loose feathers on a rooster's 
ueck) and make a dark red body; let the fly be about as large as 
a salmon fly, say about one Inch and a half, or at least an Inch 
and a quarter loog. I always watch the fly on tbe water and find 
out, If possible, what the flsh are feeding on. Sometimes I take 
my gun with me to (boot the color I want, or take different col¬ 
ors with me and make tbe fly whilst In my boat. The willow fly of a 
dirty white color Is good In August I kill Oner and bigger flsh 
with a fly than I can spooning or trolling, although I used to do 
a good deal of It, and am not bothered with dogfish. Can give 
O. A. more Information, If he wishes It, regarding the weather, 
time, and places to fish for bass In Illinois waters. In conclusion, 
permit me, " Mohawk,” to congratulate you on two things, 
firstly, the enthusiastic and able means which you have takeu to 
bring those game poachers and underhand sellers to justice; 
secondly, the Improved outward appearance of the Chicago 
Field, the cute of which are well depicted. Henrt Yorks. 


Keeping Soft-Shell Crabs. —I have been keeping a restau¬ 
rant for tbe past few years, and soft-shell crabs have been one of 
tbe great delicacies of my larder, the demand, however, being 
somewhat limited. In the latter part of July, 1877, I began a 
thorough test, In order to And out how long I could keep sort 
shell crabs alive. I purchased eight crabs In good condition 
carried them home carefully without jarring them. I places 
some sea-salad In the bottom of a willow knife-basket, and put 
the crabs In a row, face upward, at an angle of quite -45 ° . They 
were not packed tight. I placed them on a wire rack In my Ice¬ 
box, sod kept them at a temperatures . ylng from 45 ° to 60 °. 
I washed them every day, and placed them back again In the 
same positions, always being careful to put the weakest crab at 
the last end, to prevent squeezing. Two crabs died the fifth 
day. The other* lived until the tentt day. In July, 1878, I re¬ 
peated the test again. I bought twelve Long Island soft-shell 
crabs, six males and six females. They were selected by myself 
and brought home very carefully. I tried a large white oval dish 
(stoneware) and made their bed a layer of snap weed and eel 
grass, then placed the crabs comfortably In a row, face upward, 
almost perpendicularly. I placed a tbln layer of the sea-salad 
over tbelr eyes and mouth, and pat them on a shelf In the ice¬ 
box, keeping a temperature varying from 45 ° to 60 °. I did 
not wash or bathe them until the third day, when I placed them 
In a large tin dish-pan quite full of running Croton water from 
tbe kitchen sink; the whole party was launched In, and In a mo¬ 
ment or two they fully realized tbelr watery elemeut and seemed 
greatly pleased with tbelr free bath. I washed tbelr dish, also 
the bedding, and placed them back again as before, snd put them 
In the refrigerator. I neglected them the fourth day, and the 
fifth day I gave them another bath, continuing to do so every day 
after. The seventh day one died, the eighth day another, and 
the ninth another. Tbe remaining nine lived until the eleventh 
day. 

On July 18, 1679, I selected four soft-shell crabs (females) 
from Eugene Blackford, Fulton Market; I brought them borne 
carefully, placed a layer of sea-grass on a white oval atone dlsb, 
and put the crabs In the usual position, resting easily against 
each other at angles of about forty-live degrees. I placed the 
dish od a shelf In a common slide-top Ice-box, and did not look 
at them until tbe third day, at which time I gave them a bath In 
the dish pan of cleau Croton water, washed the slime from their 
dish, put them In poeltiou again, and consigned them to tbelr 
cool lodging-house. I repeated the cleansing operation every day 
thereafter. One crab died the tenth day, one on the morning of 
the eleventh, at which lime I carried the remaining two live ones 
to Mr. Blackford's stand fu Fulton Market to prove ray test, and 
by my request they were placed In his Ice-box and survived two 
days longer, making thirteen days they were kept alive from the 
time I received them. 

My various tests thoroughly convince me that with a little care 
the lovers of soft-shell crabs can rely on keeping them In good 
condition from seven to eight days by observing tbe following 
rules: First, get them lu good condition; bring them home In 
a basket or box; handle them aa little as possible, and carefully; 
the Ice-box must be kept cool, wash them and clean their bedding 
daily; when the sea-grass or weed gets slimy snd loses Its elas¬ 
ticity, throw It sway; when you bathe them, launch them from 
the dish in the pan of water; the cold dish Is the principal tern 
ture; the bath next. Any one observing these rulcB will have 
no trouble In saving soft-shell crabs. Crabs cannot live by being 
put up pell-mell in a paper bundle; they will not ride well In the 
bottoyi of a vessel, or stand any unnatural jarring; they should 
be carried In some manner to avoid much motion,—C. W , In 
y. Y. Tima. 


The NoAth Pacific Cod-Fishery.—' This little-known branch 
of business Is rapidly Increasing lu extent and Importance, and as 
tbe population of the coast Increases, snd the facilities of trans¬ 
port to distant market* Increase, may yet hope to rival that of 
the Atlantic. Thirteen vessels, large and small, are engaged in 
the trade, and an average of two hundred and flfty bands are em¬ 
ployed ashore and afloat. The principal firms engaged In the 
fishery are Lynde & Hough; the Pacific Fish Company, formerly 
MtcCullum & Co.; Johnson A Veasy, and Blchardt A Co. The 
flrst of these Arms alone employs one hundred and twelve men 
afloat, and from len to fifteen at Its drying establishments, at 
California City. Thndrying establishment of tbe Pacific Flah 
Company la on a small Island near Angel Island, opposite 8au- 
cellto. When the principal catch cornea In, the force ashore Is 
Increased to about sixty. 

Tbe Ashery Is carried on both on the coasts of Alaska and 
Karatscbatka and the Okhotsk Sea. Tbe veasela employed on the 
Astatic coasts are square-rigged and larger than those engaged on 
tbe American coast, where tbe numerous Islands and narrow 
channels necessitate the use of smaller fore-and-aft-rigged 
veasela. Tbe large part of the catch of Messrs. Lynde A Hough 
Is taken In the Sea of Okhotsk, and Blchardt A Co. send two 
veasela to the same locality. The other Arms derive moat of their 
supply from the coast of Alaska Lynde A Hough alone received 
956 tons last year. Two of their large vessels from the Okhotsk 
Sea are expected to bring In about 800 tons. Tbe vessels leave 
from the middle of March to the end of April, and return from 
toe end of June to October. Some of the Alaska catch has 
already arrived. Long trawl linos, with numerous hooka, are 
used on parte of the Alaskan coant; but (u tbe Sea of Okhotsk, 
the strong tide, deep water and nbandance of flsh-enllng crus 
tacea necessitate the use of the angle-line, with two hooka. Each 
man manages two lines, drawing alternately, as quickly as the 
flah bite. At the Sboumaquln Islands the flah are also taken 
with angle-llnea. 

Aa tbe market I* limited to this coast, the salted flah are kept 
In large redwood tanka at the drying establishments; and a few 
tons at n time are taken out, washed and dried as required. The 
am sliest flab are skinned, bound, cut Into halve* and put up in 
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case* u " bonalea* codfishthe other* ere bandied or eold la 
ceee*. Greet cere le Ukea to eaenre cleeallnee* et every *tep ot 
the preparation, end In Ihl* respect oar flihery U probably ebeed 
of that of the Atlantic Tbe codflsh of this flshery la aot e 
"rock-cod,” like those brought to the Ben Francisco markets, but 
a true cod of the geous Oadue, .with three asperate dorsal end 
two separate anal Ana, composed entirely of soft raya. If any 
fish haa spinous or unjotnted rays In any of tbelfios, It Is Dot a 
true cod, whatever the flshermen may call It. Tbe total weight 
of dried flah obtained to 1878 wee about 1,500 tons.—W. N. 
Lockinqton, to Pacific Life. 

Purse Nbtb vs. Menhaden — In reply to "A. R. P." I would 
state, there la no controversy between " Boi,” “ X.," “ Fisher¬ 
man ” and a Mr. Green. If “A. R. P.” would look at their com¬ 
munications carefully he will And they all agree to the destruct¬ 
iveness of purae-net Ashing. "I have no desire to go beyond my 
depth,” as he states It, “ and If I should I feel able to keep my bead 
above water.” Admitting the ocean as large as ever It was since 
the flood, In advocating the aboll-htng of purse nets we do not 
ask or expect to monopolize the entire ocean. If we secure pro¬ 
tection from purse nets In our Inland waters It will be a great 
point gained, and If outside, within three miles of the beach, It 
will be still greater. Canada can protect her ocean fisheries and 
mike us pay a round sum for Ashing there, why can we not do 
the samel “A. R. P.’s” comparison of the natural enemies of 
the menhaden with the destructiveness of man's contrivance,and 
statement that the blueflsh destroy more In one day than purse- 
nets do In a month, needs no reply. It Is very evident that “A. 
R. P.” was never much Interested In fishculture or protection 
and probably In fish only to the extent of contrivances that would 
yield the most profit and exterminate them the sooner. Ills ar¬ 
ticle looks very much like a whale, and the heading of the same 
Indicates that he should know something of them. I hope that 
Mr. Seth Green will be heard from Boon. Boz. 


A Fly fob Black Babb Fishing. —Warsaw, IdA.— Editor 
Chicago Field :—I saw an Inquiry In your last lisue asking 
whether black bass will take tbe fly In Illinois. I have been ex¬ 
perimenting with what we call a bucktall for two or three weks, 
and I find that the big mouth bass take them freely. A bucktall 
la a fly made In this way, viz., take three hooks put together the 
same as tbe hooks on spoon bait Take of the white hair of a 
deer tall, aod a small portion of the dark hair, a sufficient quan¬ 
tity that when It Is wrapped around the shank of the books it 
will cover them, then sew on tbe upper end a piece of red flannel, 
say one-halt Inch wide, and you have a fly that will certainly 
entice tbe big mouth. CaBt It to the edge of the lake among the 
reeds or lllltes and draw It slowly so that It keeps two or three 
Inches under the water, and my word for It If there Is a big 
mouth bass In tbe neighborhood he will take It. Last week two 
frienes of mine were fishing with live minnows on a lake near 
town, aod failed to catch a fish, while a mau fishing with a buck¬ 
tall on tbe same lake caught eighteen big mouths. Tbe habits 
of tbe flsh are doubtless the same in Illinois as lu this state. 
Whether tbe small mouth bass will rise to this fly I cannot say. 
We have them In our river and I will try, and report. I think 
you have a bucktall In your collection and can give a better de¬ 
scription ot It than I can. I hope the disciples of Isaac W. will 
try this fly and report. Hay. 

Ikrboulab Spawning of Land-locked Salmon. —Land¬ 
locked silmon, In the Schoodlc waters (Maine) are occasionally 
found filled with ripe spawn In the Spring This seems a curious 
circumstance In flsh which normally spawn In tbe Autumn 
months, and perhaps may be considered a case of retarded de¬ 
velopment. In our own experience we have never seen milt In 
tbe male flsh at this out-of-season, and It would seem as If It but 
needed the concurrence of retardation In the two sexes, and 
their coming together, In order to change the breeding habits 
of tbe species. What Is curious, If a general fact, the instinct oL 
propagation In these untimely flsh seems Inferior to that lnstlwx. 
which governs their habits ot life. Normally, during the breed¬ 
ing season, these salmon seek tbe rapid streams, but these spring 
flsh, filled with spawn, are found In tbe waters of the lake along 
with others of their species. Iq order to give directness to this 
statement we would state that, for oue Instance, on June 2, we 
took from the lake a large healthy flsh which extruded Into the 
boat apparently healthy eggs as large as peas, and more were 
afterward forced out In abundance by gentle pressure In the young 
fry from last year's hatching, the yolk sac was scarceIxabsorbed at 
this time.—E. Lewis Stuktkvant, M. D., In Am. ftaturaltel. 

The Purse Nets. —Shecpshead Bay, L. I.— Editor Chicago 
Field: —There Is no doubt of the destructiveness of puree net fish¬ 
ing. All the professional flshermen, except those who use them, 
agree upon that point, and your correspondent Boz Is correct In 
denouncing them. I only differ with him on the angling merits 
ol tbe blueflsh and weakllsh, and as the former have thinned out 
the latter, which are my favorites, I do not care how soon the 
purse nets thin them out In turn, as It would probably be fol¬ 
lowed by an Increaseof weakllsh. In weakflshlng you can anchor 
your boat In a sheltered bay, which, for a quiet old cripple like 
myself, Is preferable to sailing; and then, trolling does Dot com¬ 
pare to taking a dashing flsh which gives your tackle a chance to 
play. Still Boz Is s..und on the net question. Wbakfjbu. 

Early Stages of tub Oyster. —Certain of tbe early stages 
of tbe oyster have been studied In Europe, but a complete his¬ 
tory Is much needed Prof. W. K. Brooks Is now engaged on 
this subject at Crlsfleld, Maryland, where be has established the 
Summer Zoological Laboratory of tbe Johns Hopkins University 
In connection with the U, 8 Fish Commission. He had suc¬ 
ceeded, May 90, In artificially fertilizing tbe eggs, ascertaining 
ljiaut.be process of segmentation occupied two hours, and that In 
six hours free-swimming ciliated embryos are produced.— Ameri¬ 
can Natvraliet. _ 

Barnboat Notes. —Contluuil stormy weather has played hob 
with fishing of all klhds. On Wednesday last the water settled 
somewhat and Mr. Ruaele, Headly and Warring, of Newburgh, 
N. J., succeeded In scoring twenty-six sea-bass. On the follow¬ 
ing day tbe wind blew a gale from the southward and tbe water 
was as thick as ever. At time of writing It la again storming 
from the eastward and no Indication of clearing off. Messrs. 
Headly and Warring have scored some forty birds between 
showers—tide over all the meadowa.

It must be a good, wholesome flsh, 
for It feeds almost as many people In this world as do the 
Salmontda."

—The names of the different artificial flies that anglers use are 
numerous, varying with the least shade of color or the substitu¬ 
tion of gold for sliver tinsel or of rabbits’ fur for pig’s wool, and 
but few, If any, outside the trade know them all, and we even 
have doubts as to whether they all agree upon the question of 
nomenclature. All Improvements are worthy of note, and a step 
In this direction has been made by Mr. C. F. Orvls, the fly and rod 
maker, who attaches printed labels to his files that be who wades 
may read. We have lain awake nights trying to find out If our 
largest trout was killed with a “ grizzly king ” or a “ silver pro¬ 
fessor,” with an occasional doubt if It might not be the " shoe¬ 
maker,” or perhaps a “ queen of the water.” 

—A week or two since 8am Prewitt, son of Mr. Jo. H. Prew¬ 
itt, residing two miles from Lebanon, Ky.. on the Campbeltsvllle 
pike, discovered a large white egret, Herodiae egretta, on his 
father’s pood, fired at It, and broke one of Its wings. SlDce 
that time the egret has remained at tbe pond and catches fish, In 
which It manifests great skill, seizing and devouring dally an al¬ 
most incredible number of the small flsh In which the pond 
abounds. About ten persons call at Mr. Prewitt’s house every 
day to Inform him that there Is a bird of extraordinary size on 
bis pond, and to advise him to go and shoot It. 

—A flume belonging to the Spring Valley Company, of Chero¬ 
kee, Butte county, Cal., crosses a canyon, the heavy Iron pipe de¬ 
scending one slope and ascending tbe other. The pressure at 
the lowest point of the Inverted siphon Is 870 pounds to tbe 
square iuch. The Record says that trout pass through this 
siphon freely, without seemiDg Inconvenienced by the tremendous 
pressure. 

—Long Branch pier Is becoming a favorite fishing place for 
New York visitors. All It Deeds Is age, that barnacles, mussels, 
etc., may accumulate about the spiles, and then sea-bass aud 
blackish wUl make It their feeding ground. 

—A Gloucester schooner being short of bait on her last trip to 
Georges, the cook set a trap and caught two mice, with which 
be baited his hook and caught twenty-seven good-sized codfish. 

—The Sacramento Bee reports catfish from five to fifteen 
Inches long In the Sausal lagoon where they were planted three 
years ago. 

—Last Monday was the opening of the oyster season, and the 
large New York dealers made a feature'of It. 

—Now lay away your trout tackle but don’t let up on the long¬ 
snouted snake-eating pickerel.

English Breaking. 

BY SAXON.— (CONCLUDED.) 

Id my last paper I promised to give an account of a day's shoot- 
log on auch a manor aa I have previously described. 

Toward* the end of August In the year 18—, but never mind 
tbe date, It la not well to be to particular—I happened to meet 
my friend 8. It was at a cricket match, and we were on the same 


aide. During the day we bad several opportunities for a little 
quiet chat, aod as we lay UDder the shade of some treea at oue 
corner of the ground, It la not to be wondered at that we dis¬ 
cussed the prospects of sport among tbe partridges on tbe rapidly 
approaching first of September. Here It was that I promised to 
Join 8. In a day’s sporting over hla Impecunious manor. The 
aeaaon had been an unusually kind one. Tbe birds were healthy 
and strong; the coveys fairly numerous; the root crops bad been 
favored by genial rains and gentle breezes. Consequently our 
hope* of good sport were strong. How slowly the last few days 
in August pass away, and yet what a busy time It la I 
However, the first arrived In due time, and at ten o'clock 8. 
and I were quite ready to open the campaign. It Is a great mis¬ 
take to commence partridge shooting too early In the day. In 
September the dew la often very considerable, and when the leaves 
of the mangold or tnrnlps are wet, the birds frequently decline 
to settle amongst them when flushed from the stubbles. By ten 
o’clock, however, the sun will have dried up most of tbe dew, 
and tbe birds will, of their own accord, be glad to take shelter 
uuder tbe broad, cool green leaves. Besides, by disturbing the 
birds during tbelr feeding lime, you are apt to render them un¬ 
settled, and consequently they soon get wild and difficult of 
access. At ten o’clock, then,#; and I prepared for a start 
I bad brought my trusty old retriever Moss, on whose steadi¬ 
ness I could well rely; and 8. had a young one he had been 
breaking during the Spring and Summer. This youngster, 8. 
told me, was particularly promising; and though he had never 
previously had partridges killed to him, yet from his good man- 
ners and the careful training hla master had bestowed on him, 
he was expected to take readily to his new work. 8. was half 
Inclined to ask me to leave Moss at home; but when I assured 
him that he need not be under any apprehension with regard to 
the old dog’s steadiness, he seemed relieved, and off we went, 
our party waa but a small one. It consisted of 8., myself, and 
an old man aa bag bearer. This old man, whose name was 
Cross, was quite an oddity; he had been a game keeper many 
years ago, but lost his place through being concerned In some 
egg-stealing affair. Hla wife bad a little money, and by doing 
odd Jobs now and then, and by acting aa a sort of half-keeper 
tor my friend 8., he managed to exist somehow. The little 
manor In which we were to shoot was rather a scattered one; In 
fact, 8. told me we should be lu four different parishes during 
tbe day. 

“ Here we are, gentlemen,” said old Cross, suddenly, as he 
stepped forward to open tbe gate leading Into a rough-looking 
stubble, and as we were going through the gate he added, eotto 
wee, “There’s sure to be a covey In yonder hollow,” pointing at 
same time to a low place In the middle of the field, where a fence 
had been taken down some two or three years back, and where, 
from the moisture that bad accumulated, tbe weeds were higher 
than usual. 

Three old “ Frenchmen ” rose from the edge of this hollow, 
someway out of shot, and promptly flew into a neighboring par¬ 
ish. It was of no use trying to mark them. I was fortunate 
enough to have the first shot—a very easy one—and a brace ot 
birds—an old one and a youngster—were duly placed by Cross In 
the capacious bag he carried. The covey rose between me and 
8., and only one bird went his way. This bird, one of tbe old 
ones, flew directly past him, calling tbe youngsters in a most 
eroclferous manner. 8. was some distance from me, and after 
firing my own two barrels I had an opportunity of watching, not 
8., but his dog. Nep saw the bird coming, aud evidently did not 
understand the noise It made. With a muttered word of caution 
—1 could see the gesture, though I was too far off to hear—8. 
pointed his gun at the bird, flred, and killed it. It was a trying 
time for Nep, but he behaved admirably. He stood perfectly 
still at his master’s side waiting for the sign to retrieve. I was 
glad to eee 8. walk and pick the bird up himself, and after allow¬ 
ing the dog to smell it, he placed It on the ground In a furrow 
and walked away from the spot. When he had gone about thirty 
yards he told Nep to hie lost Nep soon found the bird, and 
brought It back quickly enough. 

“ He will do,” I said to 8., as we met at the top of the field; 

“ all he wants now Is plenty of practice, for I can see that he Is 
well broken already.” Cross had marked down the birds just 
over the fence. In some mangold. Now that the old birds were 
both killed we thought that the greater part of the others would 
fall an easy prey. Tbe field of mangold was a small one, and 
we beat It pretty close. But there were no birds! 

"We must have missed them,” 8. said; " they will lie like 
stones now the old oues are dead." Thereupon we crossed the 
field again, but still no birds were to be found. At this moment 
the farmer came up. " Yon are looking for the covey you found 
on tbe stubble there,” he said. “Yes, I marked them down 
here," Cross replied. " I saw them running along tbe headland 
as I came down yonder fence,’’ the farmer told Cross; and turn¬ 
ing to us he added. " There are a couple of acres of standing 
barley just over the fence, and that la where they are, I'll be 
bound. “ Should we do any barm If we walked In after them!” 
8. asked. “Well, I don’t know,” said tbe farmer; "I don’t 
suppose you would if you kept In tbe furrows, and did not let 
tbe dogs run about.” Accordingly the farmer and Cross leaned 
over the gate, while 8. and I proceeded In search of the missing 
birds. We soon found them. One at a time they rose, not ten 
yards from us; and one at a time they promptly fell again 
amongst tbe barley. Only walking once across the field and back 
again we killed four brace aud a half. The rest of the covey were 
there we knew; but, as 3. said, we bad already dime enough to 
themefor one day, aod we did not wish to trample about lu the 
barley unnecessarily. 

When we Joined the farmer at the gate, 8. said to him, “ You 
always like to send your Isndlord a brace on the first, don’t you, 
Mr. H.l” “Yes, sir, I do when I get the chancel” was the re¬ 
ply. “ Well, then, yon must take a brace for yourself snd s 
brace for your landlord;” aud turning to Cross, 8. (old him to pick 
out two brace of the finest birds and band them over to the 
farmer. With many thanks tbe farmer left us, wishing us much 
sport, and giving us a pressing Invitation to call and taste his 
“home-brewed” If we came near bis bouse. 

When Mr. H. was gone, 3. told me that this particular farmer 
had been most reluctant to let the shooting on his land. By de¬ 
grees, however, be was won over, and oow be did all he coaid to 
help In the preservation of tbe game. Two conditions be luslsted 
on; one was, that 'no rabbits were to be encouraged or allowed; 
tbe other, that the bares—what few there were—should be left 
for coursing. Very easy conditions these were, and as tbe farm 
was a capital one for birds, 8. was fortunate to secure It, particu¬ 
larly aa the rent of tbe shooting was at the very modest rata of 
threepence per acre. * 

We ahot on with varying success until lunch time,when a small 
basket of provisions, previously ordered by 8., reached us at tba 
bands of a boy. A suitable spot under a spreading tree In the 
corner of a meadow, was soon found, and having refreshed our¬ 
selves, both outwardly and Inwardly, we finished up with a com¬ 
fortable pipe. 

Our alfmeo lunch did not last long, for we had some little 
distance to walk before we reached the ground we were to shoot 
over In the afternoon, aod time, therefore, was precious. 

The birds were more plentiful on this beat, and our sport waa 
really first-rate. In one Held of seed clover, besides finding two 







fair-sized covey* of bird* *nd a hare or two, we came across a nye ur 
of young pheaaaoU —mocoe they areeoinctlmee called In Norfolk, nc 
where they are *hot, a* I blush to aay they frequently are. before e* 
October. These 8 did uot wish to be Interfered with, aa be knew hi 
from experience that they would remain near the spot where b* 
they were hatched If they were not too much disturbed. 

Fortunately, we both shot well, and consequently we had very In 
few •* runners.” On one occasion 8. winged an old English bird to 
In some thin mangold. The Held was a small one, and the hedgM pi 
were not too thick. For a long time Nep hunted for the bird, cc 
but. owing to the dry weather, he could not follow the scent any 
distance. We expected, of course, the bird would run straight 
to the nearest fence, and after Nep had tried his prentice hand 
—or nose, rather—I took Moss round the field by the edge of the 
ditch, thinking that he would show the whereabouts of the bird 
almost directly; but, to my surprise, Moss did not acknowledge 
the presence of the bird at all. "Let Nep have one more try, 
said 8., and walking to the place where he knew the bird fell, he 
sent Nep off. For a few yards the dog appeared to be on the 
trail, but he presently lost It again, and we were Just on the point 
of giving It up—for I did not care to hunt Moss on the Bcent al¬ 
ready well-nigh obliterated by Nep’s frequent meanderinp—when 
suddenly I noticed Mose feathering along a furrow which ran In 
quite an opposite direction to that which we had fancied the bird 
must have taken. I Immediately called Moss to heel, and S. 
brought Nep to the furrow. The youngster acknowledged the 
trail In a moment, and hunted along very steadily quite across 
the field to the headland, where some turnips had been thickly 
sown, and bad not been thinned by hoeing. In the middle of 
these we suddenly saw the bird jump into the sir In front of the 
dog, and run to the fence. Nep did not see It, but hunted on 
until he came to the fence, where he stood like a setter for a sec- 
ond or two, and then went In and retrieved the bird, which he *' 
brought to us quite alive and uninjured. 

There Is not much variety In partridge shooting during the 
early part of the season, and a detailed account of our day s c 
sport would be somewhat wearisome. , , ’ 

Nep performed admirably all day ; more, In fact, like an old e 
dog than one among the partridges for the first time In his life. 
When discussing the dog’s good qualities as we walked home, 8. C 
told me that be had broken him In almost exactly the same man- c 
ner I have recomtueuded in these papers. “ It takes a deal of time, o 

8 said, “ To do the thing thoroughly, but if the dog has the sense, t 
and his master the patience, the time is by no means thrown 1 
away ” I quite agreed with him, for the saying, What Is worth < 
doing at all is worth doing well," applies with double force to t 
dog-breaking. A half-broken dog is an unmitigated nuisance, 
and to noue more than to hit* owner. 

Nep had a brilliant career before him, but, unfortunately, to- 1 
wards the end of his second season, by an accident—or something c 
worse—be was poisoned. On reaching home we spread out our 
si,oil on the grass In front of S.’s study window. There were teu^ 
brace and a half of birds, two hares, and three rabbits. During 
the day we had given away five brace of birds, a hare and a 
couple of rabbits; so our total bag was fifteen and a half brace of 
bints, three hares, and five rabbits. Not by any means bad sport 

for two guns. , ... Q , 

Later on in the season I shot over the same ground with 8., I 
and though we did not kill so many birds in one day again, we I 
had better sport, and our bag was agreeably varied by the,, 1 
addition of some of tbc pheasants we spared iu September, a 

couple or two of snipe, and some pigeons. 1 

Before concluding these papers I would Bay if I hAve not 
already done so—yuftall I have written In them is perfectly true, 
and the result of ray own experience or that of my friends. If 
the hints I have endeavored to give, prove of service, however 
slight to any brother sportsman, I shall be happy. My object 
has been to suggest rather than to teach; and few of us are such, 
old bauds at our craft that we cannot now and then learn a 
“ wrinkle” from one another. , . , ..., 

I am perfectly convinced that good and healthy sport is within 
the reach of many an impecunious lover of the gun who Is, 
through iropecuniosity, debarred from sharing In the more pre¬ 
tentious dUplay of his richer neighbors. To Buch a man my poor 
effort* may be useful. Let him use tact and perseverance. Hi* 
love of sport should do the rest.— Sportsma n's Journal. 

Dog Training. * 

BY ONEIDA. 

8o many have been the writers on this subject that it would 
seem to be almost superfluous to say any more upoo the subject; 
but a* different writers advise different systems, the non-profes- 
slonal trainer Is often at a loss which system to follow. The 
most thorough, comprehensive and best system I have ever seen 
In print, Is that of Ool. Hutchinson; but as there are more who 
read the Cuicaoo Field than there are who may read his work, 

I have thought that there may be some who would be glad of 
my advice, and an outllue of my plan of training, founded on my 
own experience, and the system Hutchinson advises. It will be 
seen that 1 have discarded the term breaking and adopted that of 
training. The first smacks too much of the old-time notion that 
a dog could only be trained by the exclusive and extremely brutal 
use of the whip, no matter what might be his disposition, or hla 
natural aptitude to learu. 

I do not profess to lay down rules by which every one can be¬ 
come a successful trainer, for, It Is an undoubted fact that some 
men are better qualified by nature for the task, than are others; 
but I can, aud will try to give such plain Instructions that any 
one who loves hie dog, aud who will give a fair amount of 
patience and perseverance to the taak, shall, at least, meet with 
fair success. Aa to the age at which training should commence, 
there are, and will continue to he, diverse opinion*. Judging by 
my own past experience, I should say It depends upon the dispo¬ 
sition of the pupil. If be Is of a gentle, timid disposition, the 
first six months of his life should be devoted to growing strong 
In body and health, and In confidence In and love of his master. 
The first Is to be attained by Judicious feeding and exercise; 
sod the last by making him as much as possible, your constant 
companion and friend. If he Is a bold, strong and hlgb-splrlted 
animal I should begin in a mUd way hla education at three 
month*. What Is the first thing he should be taught? Most 
writ*™—In my opinion—begin at the wrong .end of the rope, 
and begin on retrieving. This I* all a mistake, aa I 
shall try to show when I come to speak of that part 
of his education. The first thing to teach him Is, that when 
called, he la alwava to come to you quickly. " It I* a simple 
thing," some will say. True, my friend, and yet simple a* It 
seemi, many a dog by bad handling Just her® has bwn ruined. 
The old plan was to whistle, or call the pnp, and If he came In 
promptly, all was well. If he did not, hla handler—who might 
literally be called a breaker— eelaed him when he did come, and 
cither flogged him severely for twenty minutes, or Inflicted In¬ 
tense torture on him by pulling his ears. Aa dogs usually have 
memories, the next time be was called the pup would be alow 
about coming, not knowing what bla reception would be. Result, 
an angry swearing breaker, and another severe application of 
whip and ear pulling. After a few such lessons, the dog abowa 
signs of vacating the premises, and.

Old-Time Reminiscences. 

The extensive mountain district at the South comprised In cer¬ 
tain portions of three or four states, beglnulng with Eastern 
Kentucky and going In a sort of circle. Irregular enough In 
shape, to be sure, but taking In East Tennessee, the western por¬ 
tion of North Carolina and Southwestern Virginia, however well 
known by the events of the late war, were, as far as the average 
traveler was kuowu there, almost—certain portions of them—a 
real terra incognita before the war, and undisturbed by any 
marked event from the time they were peopled by emigrants, 
principally from the older settlements of North Carolina and 
Virginia; they contain a population as peculiar In many respects, 
and as well worthy of study, as any known to the nationality. 

So rough was the eastern portion of Kentucky, for Instance, 
before military roads were made a necessity to some extent there, 
that the traveler on horse-back might ride almost from the 
month of Big Sandy, on the Ohio river, to Cumberland gap, with¬ 
out seeing a wheeled vehicle; the carrying of goods being done, 
as Intimated In another place, on the backs of horses, and the 
“hauling" for the little farms or “clearings’’ done on “slides” 
or “lizards," a rough kind of sled made to go, not on the snow 
or Ice particularly, but on the ground; while the fire-wood, 
which fortunately was always abundant and bandy, waa pro¬ 
cured by hitching horses or oxen to logs or limbs of trees, and 
“by main strength and awkwardness,” snaking them to the 
wood-pile In front of the cabin. 

East Tennessee aud the other sections named, with larger 
valleys more open Isnd, and great rivers like New river, the 
Holston, French, Broad and others which made wide tracts of 
arable laud, bad, of course great leading stage roads In ample 
supply; but even East Tennessee and Western Virginia bad, 
right adjacent to these great through routes, the most primitive 
of populations—people of very much the same stamp as those I 
have been describing as*residents of the mountain districts of 
Kentucky. The valley of Clinch river, and the valleys that sup¬ 
plied the affluents of the Holston, French, Broad, Tennessee and 
Cumberland bad populations kindred In character In many re¬ 
spects; and only by hunting expeditions, jaunts to medicinal 
springs, etc., was the traveler likely to be very far Into these dis¬ 
tricts, and so enabled to become acquainted with the people who 
had made them their home. 

I remember striking such a section as this on a jaunt as an 
invalid, for the time being, In the very heart of the hill region, 
perhaps eighty miles north of Cumberland gap. I state only the 
fact when I record that In the family we sojourned with, In a re¬ 
mote and deep valley, the boots of the party were literally a 
curiosity for tbelr rarity, the family knowing of nothing In that 
line but “ moccasins.” The older people bad left Virginia as 
emigrants when children, and bad never been twenty miles from 
home; and an amnslng feature In the case was the " stuck-up " 
knowledge of an old contraband, who had somehow broken from 
bis moorings about Richmond to drift In there, and who prided 
himself upon knowing more about the conveniences and luxuries 
of civilization thae his master and the family. 

With a mild ami healthful climate, and generally a very rich 
•oil In those narrow valleys, few portions of the Union have pre¬ 
sented equal advantages for getting an easy and comfortable liv¬ 
ing, where a person’s ambition and wanta wen limited to the 
bare comforts, without the luxuries of life; for with tbs most 
scant, or next to none at all, means of transportation, and no 
market, even If they could get their little produce out of the 
country, they were obliged to content themselvea with the few 
resources for enjoyment Immediately around them. 

On one occasion, 1 remember, I was on a bunting trip In the 
mountains of North Carolina, not far from the French Broad 
river, when a laughable and spasmodic attempt at unusual en¬ 
terprise waa Initiated, or sought to be, by a sharp mountaineer, 
who took a notion to go Into an “ Irish potatoe " speculation. 
On a flat-boat jaunt down the Tenneasee, of which the French 
Broad la a branch, he bad discovered a market for potatoes some- 
whsre in North Alabama, 1 believe. So, on his return home, 
having a very rich and suitable piece of land tor the growth of 


potatoes In a sort of valley or crater high up In the hills, be de¬ 
termined to appropriate that for Ills purpose. 

Well, he weut Into the undertaking with a will, and the re¬ 
sult was an enormous crop, which be proposed to dig and market. 
He had already built the flat-boat which was to transport them, 
and the next thing was to get them to the landing on the river. 
Golug up there with some hand*, he turned out some hundreds of 
bushels of noble tnbera, stacked them about, covered with potato 
vines—for the nights were frosty. It being In the Fall - and, this 
work all complete, he proceeded to get hla ox wagon to the 
place to transport them down the aide of the mountain. To hla 
dismay he hadn’t reckoned up the engineering difficulties at all. 
Loading hla huge wagon heavily, for It was not to go up but 
but down hill, down It went, sure enough, with a vengance. 

The first go-off, and with all bands at the wheels and holding 
back, and the best blows and yells he could rain upon the poor 
oxen from the front, there was no going slow. But he under¬ 
took to describe It hltnself. He was a rough old chap, and he 
told us, garnishing hla story with some expletives which I shall 
not put iu here: 

" Why, sir, I hitched a small tree to each bind wheel of the 
wagon as a drag, after taking oat half the load, and I started 
’etmagln, sir I But I may swear, air, they slid fifty yards at a sin¬ 
gle shoot, and toward a deep ravine, sir, whar, ef they’d gone 
over, they’d all landed In kingdom come 1 The end of It was, 
sir, that I had to glva It up—raised the finest potatoes you ever 
saw ou that cussed mountain, and then had to leave them thar, 
sir, to rot—yes, sir, to rot!" 

That the “ Old Major ”—as he was termed—did not overstate 
the case was true enough, for a friend told me that he himself, 
on a hunting expedition In the vicinity of this remarkable potato 
patch that same season, saw the crop rotting there, since It was 
Impossible to get it down unless a man carried them In a basket 
or In his pockets, and that wouldn’t pay, especially when the en¬ 
terprise Included tho climbing of the tremendous mountain as 
well as Ita descent. 

The occasion which took me to the vicinity of the potato spec¬ 
ulator’s place waa a deer and bear bunt, to be carried out on the 
very summit of the mountain range which traverses the western 
part of North and South Carolina, ending with Stone mountain, 
a r*mt{kab)e spur In Georgia. 

In climbing to the top of the mountain ridge, upon this occa¬ 
sion, we went up “Boone’s Trail”—bis usual pathway in and 
out of North Carolina—a very rocky, Irregular pass, which proved 
so steep that it was all our horses could do to get up It at all; 
and at times In danger of falling over backward as they reared 
aud plunged In the worst places; our only chance was to hold on 
to manes and saddle-pommels to keep from sliding off over 
the crupper. Our saddles were kept on for this mountain climb¬ 
ing by passing one of the two girths forward and around the 
horse’s breast, and, compelled to make slow work of It, we let 
the animals have It all their own way. And yet there wae a fas¬ 
cination and a pleasure in this wild mountain climbing which en¬ 
ables any one who lias tried It to account easily enough for the 
passion exhibited by Boone and his men for Iti At every land¬ 
ing place or alight plateau, as ridge after ridge was reached, there 
was spread out before our delighted vision a new and glorious 
expanse of bill and valley, such as somehow for the time being 
made the works of civilization tame in comparison. Magnificent 
forests and far-off rolling rivers, like the French Broad and Hol- 
ston, with range upon range of blue mountains fading Into gray 
against the distant horizon, were amoug the surprises awaiting 
us; and, looking upon these as Boone looked upon them, and 
familiar too, with the beautllul and rich valleys of Kentucky It 
seemed no wonder that those brave and wide awake adventurers 
and lovers of the chase could 111 brook a tamer life In tho older 
settlements of Virginia and the Carollnos. 

We had been out two or three days with varying "luck,” In 
one case coming plump on a huge black bear, but without get¬ 
ting him, and seeing besides plenty of “ bear signs” where they 
had tamed over rotten logs to get the grubs which generally 
abounded under them, when one morning, while on the very top 
of the ridge, walling for the hounds to drive the deer to the 
“ stands ” or gaps where several of us were posted to receive 
them, we discovered that the mountain was on fire and the flames 
coming np the sides of It before a fierce wind, at almost horse¬ 
race speed. We at once secured our horses—they had been 
hitched out on one side nnttl the expected deer should have 
passed—and for a little while the chances of entire safety looked 
squally enough. The woods were very dry, the ground several 
Inches deep In leaves, and the roaring and crackling of the 
flames and falling limbs was at times appalling; but there was a 
ludicrous aspect In the case, after all. 

The fire had driven In the chief huntsman—a tall man mount¬ 
ed on a mule—and the hounds; and they made their appearance 
ou the mountain top at a time when the excitement was at Its 
height The patron of the hunt—as he might well be termed— 
a friend who had gotten It np, and who was too corpulent and 
unwieldy to ran, or even to risk much of a gallop over ground 
like that, waa—as well he might be—thoroughly alarmed; and, 
standing by bis borse quite beaten out aa tbe dense Bmoke came 
In waves around the party, he declared be “ should die It he 
couldn’ get a drink of water.” Driven by dire necessity of tbe 
case, and anxious to serve my friend In his extremity, this Is bow 
I accomplished It. 

As there was not a drinking cup or vessel of any kind up there, 
everything In the way of lunch appurtenances having been left 
far off at another point, I at once borrowed tbe “ hunting horn” 
of the tall contraband who led the bounds, and remembering a 
moist place In a small ravine not far off, down I went to It, and 
after digging with my bands In the moist ground for a few mo¬ 
ments I was rewarded by seeing atmut a pint of muddy though 
cold water trickle Into the place. Then stopping the small end 
of the born with my finger, I succeeded In scooping It up and 
carrying tbs water to my distressed friend on the mountain aide, 
and he tooted It off without hesitation, declaring It waa “the best 
drink he’d ever had In hla Ufa I” Tide, for a gentleman who 
lived luxuriously at home, himself—for he was a planter of large 
means In one of tbe broad alleys below—waa something to oote; 
for, beyond a doubt, that hunting horn bad done duty at that 
contraband’s llpe any time, perhaps, for years, before It waa selec¬ 
ted to serve aa a drinking born for hla master. 

We got safely out from the flames at last, by selecting a bald 
■par of the mountain close by known to one of tbe party, and 
staying there nntll the fire went roaring past it; but the bunt 
waa at an end for that time, for the fire bad Omen all the game 
out of that section of the mountain district, snd we were forced 
to postpone It to s further opportunity. 

While on the subject of deer buntlug, I must tell the story of 
soother “ deer-drive” which wss not s failure. Let me say In 
advance, however, that In tbe whole region I am dealing with 
deer will always abound more or less, If some legislation can be 
bad to protect them a portion of the year; and provided, also, 
they are not banted too peralsteotly and Industriously with 
hound*. So long ss tbe sport could be confined to “still hunt- 
Ing”—quietly moving through the bills with s rifle to take one’s 
chsnree—the deer would have some opportunity to escape a 
wholesale slaughter. But a good peck of hounds can anno dear 
out say section, for they soour tbe most Inaccessible places—In¬ 
accessible readily to tbs hunter by himself—so that driving tbs 
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deer to tbelr regular pathways through gaps In the bills snd 
crossing places along tbe rivers, they are there made victims to 
the clumsiest hunters—boys oftentimes, armed with an old 
musket, as likely as anyway, loaded with a heavy charge of buck¬ 
shot which scatters Just widely enough to allow hardly anything 
within fair range to escape. , 

Ou the occasion In question, I was one of a party who had 
projected a “ drive ’’ at the river crosslug high up the French 
Broad, and the day selected for tbe sport found us, after s very 
early start, quietly waiting at our posts, our horses tied a little 
ways off in the bushes at places selocted with reference to tbelr 
helping somewhat to serve In turning the game toward tbe points 
where we were walttug for them. 

The drive was to be from the oppoette side, snd It wasn’t so 
late In tbe season but that the musquitoes were a great annoy - 
ance as I sat there listening, after an hour or so, to the " open¬ 
ing ” of s fine pack of bounds who were winding among the 
hills; but at last I wss so terribly plagued that I began entering, 
In my own mind, upon a regular discussion whether such sport 
would “pay,’’ when suddenly the noise of the bounds seemed to 
sweep around tbe point of a ridge on tbe other side of the river, 
and directly a fine buck made hla appearance on the bank, and, 
plunging In, took to the water, there pretty deep, and made 
straight for the place where I waa esconeed behind an old log, 
waiting for just such a customer. Gallantly he breasted tbe 
stream. In bis eagerness, or because hts feet might touch a 
ledge occasionally, he would rise half out of the water; and, 
waiting until he was within s half dozen rods of the bank, i" 
blazed sway, and over be tumbled In the water just as the hounds 
made their appearance, with load barks and yells, on the opposite 
bank. Meantime my associates In the hunt had had three shots 
at two does, who crossed further down the shore, saving one of 
them; bat the grand success was the magnificent back, which, 

“ saddlebagged ” across tbe shoulders of a mule Id front of a 
contraband along, enabled us, apart from the doe which the 
shooter of It carried on his own horse, to approach the planta¬ 
tion, whence the hunt started out. In triumph; since, of all 
thjngs, no one likes to return from a hunt, especially, to be 
taunted with want of success. Deer seem capable of real attach¬ 
ment to one. At one of my places of sojourn for a few weeks, 

I became quite Interested In watching the ways and capers of a 
couple of pet deer, a doe and buck, quite grown and remarka¬ 
bly tame. Not being much occupied, while awaiting the results 
of some surveys, I spent a portion of the time In becoming bet¬ 
ter acquainted with these denizens of the woods. By always 
keeping a little loose corn In my pockets and feeding them a few 
grains occasionally, they soon became fast friends of mine, and, 
when I took a book and walked out from the bouse to the shade 
of tbe forest, they would go along, too; sometimessurrouuded by 
a pack of a half-dozen hounds whom they paid no attention to, 
unleA to playfully threaten them as they capered on tbelr way. 
Indeed, they became bo docile to me that Lcould handle them as 
I pleased, and, If I sat down to read, they would come aud He 
down by me, and stay there or browse about until I was ready to 
return. 

Well, I never knew their prowess, at least that of the male, 
until one day, a boy about fifteen years of age, a stranger, hap¬ 
pened to cross his pathway, and commenced plaguing him. At 
once he put on a most ferocious appearance, his hair all brist¬ 
ling and turning forwards, and hla eyes rolling in rage and 
fierceness terrible to look at, despite his light limbs and gener¬ 
ally light appearance. I at once warned the boy to leave; but he 
only laughed at the warning, untl tbe buck bad gotten dose to 
him; and then he turned to ran, too late. With a tremendous 
spring the buck’s head caught the retreating lad, and must have 
hoisted and thrown him ten feet away; and, just as he was pre¬ 
paring to stamp him with his sharp hoofs, I caught him and 
pulled him aside, nntll the boy made his escape. For a moment 
the enraged deer did not seem to know whether to assail me or 
not; bat finally his attachmennt for me prevailed, and he grad¬ 
ually got over hla rage. 

And next, of fishing: The French Broad and Holston both 
present fine chances for one well up to the sport, and who will 
take the trouble to go at It properly. A species of large bass la 
there to be found in the “ riffles,” places where the water 
rushes swiftly through and past ledges of rock,and these fish bite 
ravenously; but, to take them to advantage, a canoe or skiff 
should be anchored far above them. In.the middle of tho stream, 
for the clear, and In many cases shallow water, enables them to 
take tbe alarm from a long distance, so that a good “ fishing 
reel ’’ and plenty of line to drop down 100 yards or so seems 
almost Indispensable to success. As they run savagely when 
hooked, they require not a little care, particularly where the bot¬ 
tom Is rockey and uneven, to secure them; but, after all, this 
greatly enhances the excitement of the sport, In fact, makes It 
really worth having, as every sportsman knows. 

As for other modes of fishing, I remember on one occasion 
belog lu trapped into a night expedition for spearing or "gigging" 
fish; tbe mode adopted being to carry torches and made/ Not 
quite as hardy as my rural associates, I however, " took to the 
water kindly enough," as one of them expressed it, snd for a 
couple of hours or so early In the night, 1 had no special reason 
to complain. Tbe depth was pretty uniform—a couple of feet or 
so, with a nice, gravelly bottom—In the part of the river we had 
selected for the sport, and I was getting along pretty well until 
the exercise and tbe Increasing cold of the night had the effect of 
making me excessively hungry, and soon I began to shiver. I 
did not like to betray my condition to my tongher companions, 
as they were lu no hurry to give up the aport aud go home, so 
I determined” not to show the white feather,” come what might. 
Bat an unlucky step ou a slippery, round bowlder at length sud¬ 
denly sent my heels up, and I fell so flat In the water, went so 
completely under, that my bat floated on the surface over ray 
head, and that completely finished my fishing. Amidst the up¬ 
roarious laughter of the “chaw-bacons,” as I mentally termed 
them—for I waa mad—I proceeded to tbe shore, and, setting 
Are with my torch to an Immense pile of drift-wood on tbe bank, 

I stood there and steamed In my wet clothing to iny heart’s 
content My hanger, however, got ravenous. In tbe excitement 
of anticipating the sport I had left tbe farm-house with hardly 
a taste of supper; and now 1 turned to, If possible, to supply 
deficiencies. This I may say—was the lost time that I could be 
Induced to wade after fleh. 


The Red Deer on Exinoor. 


To have hunted through a wild May snowstorm at the end of 
one season, and to have begun another before we have seen a 
gleam of true Summer weather, when aa yet the corn stands un¬ 
ripened, and the grass Ilea rotting for lack of sunahine, la a com¬ 
bination that certainly possesses the charm of novelty. Long 
may that charm surround It I Few of na would care to repeat 
•uch experiences until the freshness had utterly worn off them. 
Most would prefer to pursue tbe level course of life under more 
ordinary conditions of weather; to take oar Summer holiday In 
Bummer time, and to come back refreshed by a brief spell of de- 
llctona laziness for the work and tbe more active sports of Au¬ 
tumn sod Winter. This year there has bean little yachting; no 
Impulse to wander awny In retired nooks and be at real; no 
thought of lying Idly on sonny decks, watching with half-closed 
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eye* the tlllmlUble wute of ware* around, or dreaming of the 
exquisite depth* of cool water beneath. If we must perforce 
forego entirely the pleasures of Idleness—as all have been com¬ 
pelled to this year—what pleasanter way can be found of taking 
up our old habits of active exercise than by spending a few months 
In stag-hunting on Exmoor, with Its charming combination of 
delightful scenery. Invigorating breezes, and moat enjoyable 
sportl The simple-minded, light-hearted, weat-couotry folk have 
a habit of throwing much merriment Into most of their pastimes, 
and they manage to get as much amusement oat of stag bunting 
a* of other things, entering Into It as they do with a thorough¬ 
ness that Is Infectious, and with little regard for the cold con¬ 
ventionalities that make many hunting Helds anything but merry. 
To me the opening day at Cloutsham ever presents features of 
Interest that are always fresh, however often wemsy have played 
a part In the scene. Among the people there Is such unmis¬ 
takable and uusffected heartiness, and In the surroundings there 
Is so much that Is unlike the level monotony of countries that are 
good In the eye* of bard-rldlng men. The rounded crest of Clout- 
sbam Ball, covered with close ranks of carriages, carts, waggon¬ 
ettes, and every other kind of vehicle that fancy has devised; 
on one hand the rugged, heather-clad heights of Dunkerry, 
dowu which horsemen and horsewomen are winding by many 
rough and devious paths; the scattered vedettes, posted on the 
opposite ridges, waiting patiently hour after hour, content to 
forego all social pleasures, for the chance of seeing the stag break 
covert In their direction; the dense growth of bazel and oak 
copses fringing the steep combes, and closing Into dense wood¬ 
land shades^where a brawling stream runs deep down Into the 
hollow; tbe gap; between the rolling hills, through which one 
looks on verdant meadows and ou a strip of the blue Severn Sea 
beyond—all these make up a picture that Is pleasant to look upon 
from many points of view. And then the much-abused picnic I Well 
I think I have been to some other hunt breakfasts that were not 
a whit more refined, and not half so enjoyable. This of frucu 
feasting In the balmy air and under sunny skies differs In no very 
material way from the eating of foie gr<u and the drinking of 
Pommery Qreno In a crowded hall; and In the difference It has 
J^ther the advantage, to my thinking. Nobody expects much 
sport ou the first day, as the manner of the most enthusiastic will 
- cleaVlv show . You may even see the Squire of Bhyl withoat the 
scarlet coaET\aud Mrs. Bellew In walking costume; and you will 
gather from /these signs that there Is not likely to be either 
much hunting to watch, or galloping to raise the pulse to rap¬ 
turous beatidg. Let the people who have come simply to picnic 
enjoy their pleasure In peace, therefore. They are few, and the 
majority have come Impelled by the love of sport that Is Inherent 
In all west-countrymen, though these also may woll be tempted 
to share the hospitality so cordially offered on every hand. The 
difficulty, Indeed, would be to avoid acceptance of It, and one's 
only safeguard Is to wander off to some distant point of observa¬ 
tion. and remain there for hours In solitary enjoyment of the 
scenery, as la the custom of the popular master,who can brook no 
conversation ou lighter topics when engaged in the serious sport 
of huutlng. Mr. Bisect Is not out to-day, being called away by 
circumstances with which all followers of the bunt and all 
friends of the master will sympathize. Ills place Is filled by Mr. 
Sam Warren, the secretary and treasurer, who will get your sub¬ 
scription from you lu the pleasantest way, and at the same time 
secure your lasting respect as a true type of the west-country 
gentleman. There are faces here that have been familiar at fix¬ 
tures of the Devon and Somerset for the last half-century. Here 
Is the veteran parson whose fame has reached the farthest cor¬ 
ner of England, and who is best pleased when men greet him 
with fond familiarity as “Jack Russell.’’ He has ridden twen¬ 
ty live miles to cover, and will probably have a good thirty home 
after hunting. Here Is Dr. Bassett, who has seen as much sport 
as most men In the west, running when he doee-not care to ride, 
and riding only when be can run no longer. Here, too, are Capt. 
Marshall, from the northwest; JJr. Bathesby, from the distant 
east; Major New, Mr. Knatchbull, Mr. Clayton, Mr. Vincent 
Wood, from the Blackmoor Vale; Mr. Boteen, from Northamp¬ 
ton; Mr. Cborley, master of the Qnarm Harries; Mr. Luttrcll, 
Dr. Klnglake, Mr. Collins, descendant of him who was the great 
authority on staghunting; Mr. Jeykell, and, Indeed, men to rep¬ 
resent nearly every hard-riding country In England, and nearly 
every phase of hunting. The sport that can call men of this 
stamp together must be good Indeed, and few who have hunted 
t he wild stag on Exrnore will be Inclined to question this. If they 
have ridden there hut a day or two at the opeuingof the season, 
they may have come away disappointed, because the warrantable 
deer have refused to leave the thickets wherein thoy have sought 
refuge, or because the hounds have now and then run riot Once 
having passed this, however, and waited patleutly until the mon¬ 
arch of the dark combe and moorland, having cast his velvet, 
appears In all the glory of malesty and strength, the visitor who 
has one touch of the nature that makes all sportsmen kin will be 
ready to confess tbat here he has seen hunting In lu highest per¬ 
fection, and that he feels a thrill of rapture when the season 
comes round again for the familiar fixture at Cloutsham Ball. 


But, while we are gossiping complacently on the breezy hill, 
Arthur Is hard at work with the tufters In the sultry recesses of 
Horner Wood and Cloutsham, trying to rouse the monarch from 
his lair; and Miles, tbe harborer, Is not, It seems, by any means 
sure that a warrantable one Is to be found there. A heavy stag 
he has slotted In betwixt the day and dawning, but. whether that 
stag Is possessed of all hla rights remains a question which even 
the most learned In woodcraft cannot determine. We hear a 
tufier uow and then giving tongue In the deep hollow, but he Is 
probably young at hl^ work, and may not be relied on. The old 
ones tbat knew not how to tell a lie have succumbed to a fatal 
malady, and Arthur has his bands full If be Is to break these 
young ones to their business quickly, In coverts where binds and 
brockets are more plentiful thau warrantable deer. At length 
there I* much commotion; men come up from tbe valley hot 
with haste, fancying they have seen a stag of ten making for tbe 
moor; others go galloping far away to a distant point, following 
tbe music of the couples; but still Arthur does not come for the 
pack, and presently we learn that the tufters were after a big 
stag truly, with brow and bay, but with no rights on top tbat 
would warrant bis being pursued. Thou the huntsman comes 
back for fresh tufters, and takes them off to Luccombe Alters, or 
Alders, or Hollows—I don’t koow which, and I leave philologists 
to pursue farther Inquiry Into tbe matter. Here be speedily 
rouses a four y. ar-old-deer, and, having obtained the sanction of 
the master, determines to bunt him. When news spread that 
Arthur ha* coma back for the pack, there Is hasty mouutlng of 
steed* and scampering through narrow rides down Into a deep 
vale, and up again toward the rugged slope* of Dunkerry. 
The stag ha* gone off In the direction of Wbltlou Courte¬ 
nay,' and to the point where he broke covert the pack la taken. 
It remains for horsemen to decide whether they too shall plunge 
boldly Into the hollow, or wait for the chance of the chase turning 
towards them on the far side of Dunkerry Beacon. Mimt, sp 
parently, determine on tbe latter course, and] we learn tW the 
first Ume how large the field la as we cross the ridge and see tbe 
hundreds of scattered cavalier* galloping hard to left aud right 
of na. The oast proves a lucky one, for presently the bounds, 
with Arthur, " home to th* tails o’ man, 1 ’ are aeon streaming up 
in the direction of the Cntoombe coverts, and we 


begin to recall with a thrill of satisfaction tbe fast thing we bad 
over tbe same line last season. But they are being stopped. 
What It tbe meaning of that! The young ones will know soon 
enough, aod you, too, when you bear the loud rate, tbe cracking 
thong laid mercilessly on, and the “ Ware sheep,will you! ’’ which 
tells that some of tbe pack have been running riot Tbe lesson 
must be taught early, and taught thoroughly; so we hare to wait 
long, while tbe whip lays (ton In right good earnest. Then the 
pack Is loosed sgaln, and, picking up the sceut a* If the quarry 
were but a minute ahead, pours like a torrent down to the coverts 
of Cutcombe. Here fresh deer are on foot. Young as the hunted 
one Is, be seems to have quite learned tbe artful trick of putting 
up another In his stead. With little gallantry, he selects a hind 
to be his substitute; 8he Is viewed making the best of her swift 
way back to Horner, and some strangers, who probably scarcely 
know a red deer from a donkey, shout their loudest ’’Tally-ho 1” 
Arthur knows better than to come to the holloa, but patiently 
pursues his hunted deer backwards aud forwards through the 
long stretch of woodlands, now on one side, then on the other of 
the stream that frets Its way at the foot. All hope of a run Is 
over. It Is five o'clock now, and so, having a long distance to 
ride and many miles to travel, some of us quit the field, lu the 
hope of seeing better sport at Hawkcombe Head before the week 
closes. We learn that the Prince of Wales will certainly fulfil 
this year his long-standing determination to witness staghuntlng 
on Exmoor. He will probably visit Dunster Castle within tbe 
next fortnight, and be present at the fixture of the Devon and 
Somerset on the 22nd, when he may be sure of a most cordial 
reception from the loyal west-countrymen, among whom a royal 
sport has been perpetuated for so many centuries.— Pj.antaoe- 
nbt, in London Field. 


.Esthetics of Sport. 

Look at that fellow there, who Is stripping the feathers away 
from a fresh killed woodcock, “to see If he Is fat,” he says— 
speaking of this delicious morsel as of a goose, and handling him 
like a poulterer. If left to hts directions for serving the bird 
will be boiled, perhaps,—stewed down In an Iron caldron with 
onions, for the most natural reason, too, the delicate organism 
of his consumer “ cannot endure the grossnessof roasted gume.’’ 

Now, no one objects to the bent of this gentleman’s tastes, as 
far as they are confined to himself. He has a perfect right to kill 
his woodcock, If he can, to strip It of plumage lu search of fat, to 
boll It down, and to eat Its rage. 

But he Is not the companion I yearn for on a day In October; 
because the man who disfigures a bird In this way Is not Imbued 
with the true Instlucts of sport, and further, because a man who 
bolls a woodcock—a process probably extended to a salad as 
well, Is not In possession of those ethics of gastronomy which 
are essential to a well-balanced mind, and a well-appointed 
dinner. 

Now we frequently come across men In the field who are, 
metaphorically, forever picking and boiling their woodcocks— 
eternally demonstrating some unhappy propensity which Is not 
simply confined, however, to an Illustration of the poverty of 
their knowledge and appreciation of sport; but which too often 
Interferes with the legitimate enjoyment of others. 

I have often beard It remarked by persons—a non-sporting and 
consequently very discerning section of the public on such mat¬ 
ters—that there appears to be an exclusiveness amongst sports¬ 
men, at times amouutlng almost to selfishness In their pursuits. 
Now speaking for tbe craft, perhaps no brand of mortals can 
really show more genial hospitality and good fellowship than tbe 
kindred of the pigskin, the trigger, and the fly-rod; and certainly 
no men are ever readier to share their pleasures with brethren In 
the spirit. Indeed, much of the charm of sport consists In the 
hearty etiquette of the stream and tbe worsts; where companion¬ 
ship within proper limits Is not only enjoyable, but necessary for 
fuliy appreciating tbe pleasures of the field. v 

But In fishing and shooting this companionship must be 
limited as to numbers, and suitable as to material. No one In 
his senses would care to go woodcock or snipe shooting, or fly¬ 
fishing, with more than two companions,' and there are but few 
who would not vastly prefer one. 

The last thing lu the mind of a sportsman would be the wish 
to debar another of a pleasure which he so keenly feels himself; 
but he knows that a sally In a pome after flu or feather of the 
sport-yleldlng varieties of either, is simply a proceeding Incen¬ 
tive of confusion and disgust. He knows also that tbe dramatis 
persona of small parties must be composed of those who know 
what they are about, or a like failure will ensue. 

Persons, however, who cannot realize the Instincts of sport 
and sportsmen, and who are of opinion that shooting, for In¬ 
stance, consists of walking Into a thicket and firing Into tbe first 
bush you come to with the hope of getting something—a grouse 
or an owl, In a hap-hnzzard or grab-bag sense, naturally Imagine 
that tbe opportunities for this melancholy exercise rest on the 
same illimitable and available social basis, which Is presented to 
us In the dreary business of shedding pasteboard rears on draw¬ 
ing-room tables, as tributes to the grim autocrat Fashion, In the 
penance of a round of calls. 

Flock shooting, as at a flight of pigeons, may be enjoyed by all 
and sundry; but this Is not sport, It Is fun—jnst as Englishmen 
regard rabbit-shooting In tbe warrens and cliffs, and rock-shoot¬ 
ing at old country houses, with a jollification after. The subtle 
elements of sport, the perfect working of the dogs—Itself a study 
—the habits of the birds, the necessary caution, the quiet man- 
cBUverlng, the suppressed excitement, and the gradual triumph 
of the tactician, are features which no sportsman would ever 
dream of as being associated with the purposes of a squad. 

If you are a tyro desiring a comrade, and have tbe true ring 
about you, It will not be long before your tone will attract a 
sympathetic chord. You will do well, then, should you agree In 
details, to retire from the recruiting service. Under no circum¬ 
stances, however, should a young hand aspiring to sport waste 
bis Ume with unappreciative persons—those who go out for a 
spree with a gun for an excuse; for no favor Is conferred on such 
ones; they would be more at borne In a shooting gallery. You 
rob them of nothing by your absence, for they do not recognize 
your Impressions; you deserve no Instruction from them, for a 
sportsman, like a poet, Is born, not made; but you do, by keep 
Ing away, turn aside an Insufferable nuisance from yourself, tbat 
of seeing every chance of enjoyment annihilated, while you 
swallow the Infliction with Impotent regret. 

Tbe pursuit of art Is no more sacred In tbe studio than “ye 
ancient craft of Venetlo" In the woods and valleys. A sculptor 
Reeds no assistance from a mason, a painter would eschew the 
help of a sign-writer, and a sportsman, In search of game, would 
rather confide the progress of events to hls dogs than seek their 
development through an advance guard In a performance of hlgh- 
land-fllng and war-whoop. 

The late Mr. Tolfrey, auUior of “The Sportsman In France," 

The Sportsman In Ireland and ScoUand,” and “Tbe Sports¬ 
man In Canada,"—who, by tbe by, la somewhat freely criticised 
as to hls views on settlers by one who Is nearly ambiguous hlm- 
aalf on some canine points, Frank Forester—still knew many 
things concerning sport, and many more about gastronomy, aa ( 
had an opportunity of discerning, when a boy, for ha was an oc¬ 
casional visitor at my father’* table. One of hls remarks I re¬ 


member was; “ It makes very little difference In what vessel 

you melt batter for a boiled and adult rabbit, but for a turbot It 
should be liquified In a silver sauce-pan.” 

Now it matter* very little In what skin your companion walks 
with you to shoot squirrels; but when you look for game he 
should wear tbe pelt of a sportsman. How delightful It Is when 
some good ground appears to promise two or three hours’ sport, 
to discover that your companion on your right Invariably fires 
across you layourown left, at birds as yet within pistol shot—a 
pastime which Is »ure of being supplemented by hallooing on the 
the dogs at the birds on tbe wing, afterwards. A bull in a china 
shop la a master of ceremonies, and the etiquette of the fields, In 
comparison with this boor. Yet you are out with him; It may 
be difficult to stand, but to withdraw would be very unpleasant; 
you must continue this miserable parody of pleasure, for be will 
take no hint as to propriety, and If any Idea takes possession of 
Mm tbat hla knowledge and demeanor are thought to be at fault, 
hls vagaries will become demoniacal. 

To he successful, therefore, you must prove your companions 
before adopting them. 

Hence we are told by a certain class of gentlemen whose ex¬ 
perience of the woods Is limited, perhaps, to an annual visit to 
some grove In the Interest of elderly splusterhood, through the 
agency of a “ basket picnic,” that “sport Is exclusive; In fact, 
we may say niggardly." 

Aa already observed, nothing can be more palpably untrue 
than this. Sport Is open-handed and free-hearted; but It Is not 
an exhibition, it Is an essence, tbe virtue of which must be ap¬ 
preciated to each Intending participant, or disgust will ensue to 
all. You would be a niggard to deprive a brother of the craft 
from an opportunity of sharing enjoyment with you; but if you 
are a niggard when you elude the Attendance of some one who 
cannot appreciate the features of sport enough to Identify hls 
bearing with It, and whole sure to destroy your own comfort and 
chances, you are to be pitied; because If you don't so elude him 
you are a fool 

Of all kinds of shooting where the presence of Incompetence Is 
most precarious, may be instanced that of wild fowl. As this 
art Is practiced ou the marshes and by the bayB, strategy neces¬ 
sarily takes the place of scent In the upland cover. The occupation 
of dogs well-nigh disappears here, If we except the retriever, and 
a few occasions where we may be looktug for teal In narrow 
channels amongst the rushes with spanluls. 

The bore, always in the market, ever in season and luxuriant, 
never reaches true perfection—never at tains the degree amongst 
his fellows which a snipe does on the game list, he never blooms 
victorious as “ John Hopper " in a garden of roses until he, vine 
like, enlwlnss hls tendrils round you on your way to the 
marshes, and holds you as powerless In view of the domains of 
wild fowl, as you would be In tbe embrace of a devil-fish within 
sight of land. He will esteem It hls bouuden duty to discharge 
hls barrels at every flock of ducks, when they are from ten to 
fifteen shots away; be is also under the necessity of shooting Into 
flocks of rice birds, and would ever reproach himself if he missed 
firing at a mud hen or diver. If these efforts do not expel tbe 
last web foot from the valley, he will do bis best to remedy tbe 
failure by wild gesticulations and the boisterous recitation of 
inopportune or pointless anecdotes. If by tireless management 
you may at last get your barrels to bear on a flock, and knock 
down one or two into the water, you may rest In definite assur¬ 
ance as you hastily load and crop Into the rushes to wait for the 
remaining birds to wheel over tbe spot, that as they approach 
within a shot and a half your cherished friend will bestow a 
right and lefter ou the dead aud Uoatlng birds, “ to preveut their 
reviving and struggling into the rushes,' you know." Now that 
all is over, and you propose a retreat In disgust, a respite of five 
minutes is demanded that a post mortem of the bodies may be 
performed on the bank; to see if there arc not more of such a 
number shot In them, and to demonstrate an Idea which from 
sheer principle bo Is bound to advance, to wit: that you merely 
stunned the birds, and that he killed them—aa he aimed at their 
hearts. 

This torture is humiliating enough In the field, and of course 
It applies to the fly-rod as well as the gun; but It Is as bad or worse 
In'the evening after dinner, when you reflect on your Wasted time 
and opportunity. 

Dinner after sport should be the crowning success of the day. 
A recital of the events, In genial companionship, imparts a de¬ 
licious and subtle relish to tbe dish, aud bestows a charm on 
the sportsman’s evening. 

But, my friend, your well hung larder and the bottled beans 
in your cellar will be brought. Into abortive requisition, unless 
you have bestowed on your companions some diserl ideation like 
unto that which your sideboard discloses. Appreciation and 
sympathy must hob nob with the -sportsman, or the wine will 
never sparkle—the punch will never blend .—Eoehesler Express. 


A Day’s Plover Shooting. 

It Is a dull, lowering morning In the latter part of August. A 
dense fog Is beating In from the sea. before a south-easterly 
wind, and an occasional light drizzle of rain Indicates tbat a 
heavy storm Is approaching. It Is just the weather to stop the 
plover lu their flight to their Winter quarters, and make them 
come down to earth to take an observation and a fresh start. 

We have been stopping at a sea-shore hotel for a week, await¬ 
ing the arrival of the birds Tbe weather has been very pleas¬ 
ant, and the wooden vane—supposed to represent a sword-fish— 
has pointed persistently to the northwest. We have wiled away 
the lime with a little marsh shoollng, long rides, and croquet, 
watching the vane anxiously all the while, and hoping for a 
change, for we know we shall get no shooting while the wind 
holds In tbat quarter. * 

We were electrified one mornlnar at seeing tbe vane pointing 
due east, although the sky was cloudless and the air warm. 
Ouns and equipments were tumbled Into the wagons, and hasty 
breakfasts eaten, before the discovery was made that during the 
night some Joker bad climbed up to the vane, aud, pointing It to 
the east, bad nailed it fast! 

But this morning there Is no mistake. Everything Indicates 
that we are to have an easterly storm; so, while breakfast Is 
preparing, we load our wagon ready to start. Decoys In bags of 
coarse blue drilling, cartridges (we shoot breech-loaders) In 
Japanned tin boxes, a Jug of water and a box of luncheon—for 
we shall make a day of It—a box of feed, and an armful of hay 
for tbe horse. Lastly, our guns, la water-proof covers, are laid 
carefully on a blanket under the seat. Now for breakfast, and, 
that despatched, we are all ready to go. 

We button our overcoat* up to the chin, wrap a rubber blanket 
around our knees, and chirruping to tbe old horse that has 
drawn many a party of gunners In hla day, off we drive, bound 
for tbe old Windmill grounds, about five miles away. 

There I* no danger of missing the road, for there la but a sin¬ 
gle path, along which our old horse plod* methodically, occa¬ 
sionally slacking hls pace as be near* certain bar* which lead to 
familiar ebootlng ground*. Finding, however, that we are not 
Inclined to stop at these places, on he goes, with a shambling 
gait, that no amount of urging will quicken. - 

At last the old windmill loom* up through the fog, and here 
we turn to tbe right, Into a narrow lane, skirted on each aide by 
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• tumble-down stonewall, half concealed by Ivy vines and bayberry 
bushes. At the end of this lane we come to some bars, which a 
farmer Is just taking down to let his cow Into the pasture be¬ 
yond. 

" Good morning, captain." 

It Is perfectly safe to address any of these natives as cap¬ 
tain," for most of them have been skippers in their younger 
days. If they haven't, they feel complimented at being mistaken 
for an old salt. • 

“ Good morning, gentlemen." 

“ Any birds yet, captain I " 

“ Well, I heered some toad heads squealin' this morning afore 
daybreak, but I didn’t see em. Birds are skeerce nowadays." 

“ That's so, captaiu." 

“ Why, when I was a youngster, I could go out any day and 
ge t a mess without any trouble, except to load and fire my old 
queen’s arm. We didn't set no account by birds them days." 

“ Any objection to our shooting on your land, captain I " 

“ No, only be keerful of the critters. There was a feller here 
last Fall let a charge of shot right Into my little bull, Just through 
kecrlessncss. I’d a warmed him If I’d known It afore he quit.” 

“ We’ll be careful, captain. Good morning." 

« Qood mornln’. Put up the bars wheu you come out, and be 
keerful of them critter*.’’ , , . 

We drive across the field, take down another pair of bars, and 
enter a field on the top of a high hill. It Is what plover shooters 
would call a “ good looking field; ’• that Is to say, It Is covered 
with a firm green turf, which has been cropped short and smooth 
by the cattle. 

It is surrounded on three sides by a stone wall, gray with age, 
and on the fourth side by an old-fashioned rail fence. A couple 
of old cows and half a dozen young steers are making a scanty 
breakfast on the short grass, and look up curiously as we drive 

Into the field. .... . ., . . 

Before we get out of the wagon we select the spot on which to 
build our stand. The wind Is southeast ; so we will go to the 
westerly side of the field, and sit with our backs against the 
stone wall. The wind will then be In our favor, but not blowing 
directly In our faces, whilst an angle In the wall will protect us 
s-rmewhat from the driving mist. 

The wagon Is quickly unloaded, and driving down to 
to the farthest end of the field, we unharness our horse, put on 
his halter, and hitch him to the tail end of the wagon, giving 
him a little hay to munch. 

Our decoys are made of wood, are hollow, much larger than 
the live bird, and are painted very dark. We turn them out of 
the bags, and put In the sticks. These are made much shorter 
and stouter than those used for mareh shooting. They are 
turned out of hard wood, and are strong enough to penetrate 
through the thick turf without danger of breaking. 

Almost every gunner has his pet Idea ol how the decoys 
should be placed. Some place them In a straight line, some In 
a circle, and others In two lines forming a V. We place them 
without any attempt at regularity, but so that each one will show 
to the best advantage, as this is tbe main object to.be attained. 

Now for our stand. There are plenty of large stones—the 
remains of an old wall—laying around, and a few of these will 
answer. We place them In a semicircle, leaving sufficient space 
Inside for us to sit in, our backs against tbe wall. 

We pile the stones one upon another until a little wall is 
formed, sufficiently high to couceal our legs and the lower part 
of our bodies as we sit on the ground within this enclosure, put¬ 
ting our rubber blankets beneath us to protect us from the damp 
earth. 

Dressed in suite of a light-gray color, and hats of light-brown 
felt, we harmonize perfectly with the surrounding objects, and a 
dozen rods off we are Indistinguishable. 

Hark! Wasn't that a plover whistle! There It is again! Into 
tbe sland, quick! off with our gun-covers, and in with the cart¬ 
ridges! A loud note on the call-whistle, and In a second It Is 
answered. They must be near us, we can hear it so distinctly. 
8 sh! sit perfectly quiet; there they are—two—four—six of them! 
Now they see tbe decoys, and turn towards them, but swiug by 
out of Bhot. Now they turn again, closing together, and bnver 
over the decoys. Bang! four of them down I Bang! another 
tumbles, and the sixth escapes In the fog. 

We put In fresh cartridges, retrieve our dead birds, and settle 
down into our stand ready for another flock. This Is not a had 
beginning for our day's sport. They are nice birds, not very fat, 
but In good condition. 

We don't wait long before a large flock sweep down out of the 
fog, and, in answer to our call, turn towards us. The fog is so 
thick that at first tbev do not see the decoys, but swing to and 
fro over the field, calling loudly. Now comes one of the most 
trying moments in the plover shooter's experience. The birds 
swing over tbe wall into the field behind us, and fly past, so near 
that we can bear tbe rustling of their wiugs. 

We long to turn our heads and watch them, and the tempta¬ 
tion to jump up and fire at them is almost Irresistible; but we 
know that the least movement on our part wouli send them out 
of sight In an instant A single note on tbe call-whistle turns 
them, and tills time they sec the decoys, and head directly for 
them. Four barrels are fired, and fifteen plover fall to the 


on the water, Ice,beer,etc., to be found on the line of the Southern 
Minnesota Hallway, and I decidedly object to having this whole 
country along this road judged by the spot where “ Banshee " 
chanced to stop. In the first place, the road In question extends 
over one hundred and fifty miles further west than Dexter, and 
It la not quite easy to see why “ Banshee ’’ should conclude that 
because tbe water waa poor at D. that It must be the same tbe 
whole length of the road. The same remarks will apply to tbe 
Ice, beer and brandy which he speaks of. If “ Banshee " will 
come to this place we will engage that all of the 
articles he speaks of shall be forthcoming lu abund¬ 
ance, without the trouble of sending to La Crosse for 
them. In addition to .those creature comforts, we can furnish 
him shooting where It Is a very common thing for parties of 
three or four to bring in as many chickens In one day as his 
party captured on their entire trip. Chickens are plenty tills 
year, ducks and geese the same, with an occasional sand-hill 
crane thrown In. The abundance of game and fish, together 
with an excellent hotel, makes this one of the most desirable 
points for the sportsman to be found In the West I was one of 
the three who bagged forty two chickens, four ducks and one 
sand-hill In a few hours last Tuesday, We did this In spite of 
the fact that I am but an Indifferent shot and having a new gun 
which I had never used before, managed to miss more than I 
killed. The gun is a good one, however, aud I live in the hope 
of redeeming my credit when I am accustomed to its crooked 
stock. Now, “Banshee," please don’t again judge us by Dexter, 
for we have an abundance of good water to drink, with enough 
left to float more water fowl and fish than any other county In 
the state can boast of, while stronger liquids (kept on ice) can be 
had in quantities to suit, by any one whose taste aud purse allows 
him to indulge In that way. Come and see If this is not so.

Tbe birds now come thick and fast, keeping us busy, and some¬ 
times not giving us time to pick up the dead birds between the 
shots. Once a few " doe birds," or “ Esquimaux curlew,” came 
with tbe plover, and we are lucky enough to bag half a dozen; 
while an upland plover (Bartramlan sandpiper), forgetting his 
usual caution, flies within shot, and la brought to earth. 

We eat our luncheon in the strand; bht this costs us a shot, 
for a flock of plover, flying silently past, see us before we do them 
and turn quickly away. 

Tbe wind bas been gradually edging around into Ibe westward, 
and finally, after one or two uncertain puffs, It blows steadily 
from the west. Immediately the fog begins to break up, and 
rolls away in great masses, and the sun breaks through the 
clouds 

Our shooting Is over for the day, for the birds, no longer be¬ 
wildered by the fog, can By straight on thetr course, out of hear¬ 
ing of our whistles, aud out of sight of our decoys. Our clothes 
are damp, and our limbs stiff, and we conclude that we have had 
enough shooting, and are willing to go home. 

The horse Is harnessed and driven up, and our decoys are 
pulled up and put Into tbe bags. We load our wagon, counting 
our birds aa we potrthem In. 8 lxty-elgbt plover, six doe birds, 
and an uplander—a day’s shooting to be remembered. 

With appetites sharpened by exercise and tbe pure air, we aup 
gloriously on broiled plover and doe birds. The day's shooting 
la talked over. The good shots are bragged about, and ready 
excuses found for the poor ones. Merry JesU and good-humored 
badinage fly from one to another, while each of our gunning 
party declares himself well satisfied with his day’s plover shoot¬ 
ing.—Our Boy$ and OlrU.

At Ben Aqua Springs several fox chases have Uken 
place. Col. W. H. Johnson's hounds are In fine condition and 
will soou begin their series of Fall hunts. Foxes are numerous, 
and the country he hunta Is a beautiful one Insuring good sport 
each time they go out. Mr. McGavlsh has an excellent park 
also. The country he hunts is the best around Nashville. His 
farm Is situated on a peninsula formed by a bend In the Cum 
berland River, along the banks of which the foxes generally 
secrete themselves. When started, no matter which way be runs, 
the peninsula being narrow, the huntsman with no great amount 
of riding can keep the dogs constantly in sight I would like 
very much to see some of the Queen's county hunt follow 
a wild fox over either of the last two courses, and I fancy they 
would find it different from the style of hunt I read of their do¬ 
ing at Newport, IL, I. Climax. 

Minnesota Notes. —Lake City, Minn.— Editor Chicago Field: 
—The chicken shooting In this vicinity, Wabasha county, is the 
poorest for years. I took a trip over the Northwestern railroad 
running through what bas been in former years, known as the 
best game section of our stale; all along the road, birds were re 
ported scarce; many parties from different Btates were here shoot¬ 
ing, but are not killing large bags, but sufficient for their own 
appetites, viz: wbat they want to eat.

Among all the rural sounds—and to an appreciative oar the 
solitudes of the country are full of music—there are none ao ex- 
cltln^to an old fox-hunter as tbe chorus of a pack of bounds In 
full cry. 

From Kentucky, Just across the river opposite Fern Bank, 
wafted on the soft south wind there frequently comes to us, 
toned by the distance Into the sweetest of harmonies, the anima¬ 
ted cry of a pack of hoonds In eager pursuit of the wily fox. 

To the writer It Is as the sound of a bugle to an old war horse; It 
stirs up the memory of his youth and early manhood, when 
mounted on bis pony or thoroughbred he joined with bis 
neighbors and friends In headlong chase of the red or gray fox 
or the mountain wildcat 

To witness the action of well-trained setters or pointers over 
tbe stubbles, to cut down the whirring quail or stop the snipe In 
his puzzling zig-zag flight, or a swlft-wlnged teal aa be cleaves 
the air before a northweat gale at a rate of seventy miles an 
hour, Is certainly fine sport and a test of nerve and skill; but 
these and all other field sporta are tame when compared with the 
delirious excitement of the fox-hunter when, mouuted on a good 
horse, he rides abreast of a fast pack of bounds on a hot scent. 

In the ante-bellum days fox-huoting took precedence of all other 
sporta In the Southern states. Every county in every state had 
one or more packs of bounds, and even In such cities as Balti¬ 
more, Annapolis and Washington bunting clubs were old Institu¬ 
tions, and the younger men, with very few exceptions, always 
rode with tbe hounds. 

Many aline run has the writer had, while yet In his teens, with 
the Washington City pack, which, with the late Mason Clark (son- 
lu-law of old Fuller, who then kept what la now Willard’s Hotel) 
as huntsman, was In Its most flourishing condition during the 
second term of President Jackson. The President himself, 
though not an active participant In the chase, took a warm In¬ 
terest In the sport, and nothlug pleased the old hero more than 
when, seated by the fire smoking a long clay pipe, some of us 
would relate to him the incidents of a successful run. His 
adopted son, Andrew Jackson, jr., and his nephew and private 
secretarv, Andrew Jackson Donelson, were aetive memberaof 
the hunt, and rarely missed a meeting. 

The Diplomatic Corps were almost to a man members of the 
club, as were two or three members of tbe cabinet. Aa may be 
supposed, the Englishmen were tbe most active and zealous. Sir 
Charles Vaughan, the popular and debonair representative of 
Great Britain, was president of the club, aud the whole of bis 
diplomatic staff were active working members. The late Wil¬ 
liam Pitt Adams, his secretary of legation, rode to the hounds 
like the bold Briton that he was, bred and trained in tbe famous 
hunting fields of Leicestershire; but Andrew Buchanan, now Sir 
Andrew, lately H.B.M. embassador to 8 t. Petersburg and Vienna, 
was the “ top sawyer” of us all. He rode a welter weight, but 
mounted on bis powerful gray he rode straight across the country. 

No fence could stop Trim, for if bis grand horse could not dear it, 
be would rush through and scatter the fragments right and left. 

As was to be expected, such reckless riding would now and then 
bring tbe rider “to grief,” but somehow or other tbe fox was 
rarely run to earth or pulled down In the open but that Sir An¬ 
drew and his gallant gray were there or thereabouts. The Hon. 
Louis McLeln, then Secretary of the Treasury, frequently Joined 
tbe bunt, and mounted on a clever brown gelding, generally kept 
a'good pace. Both houses of Congress were well represented by 
the Southern members, and, with few exceptions, all tbe army 
and naval offlccra stationed or present in Washington followed 
the hotrods, and among the latter, Captain Ramsey and Majors 
Broome and Nicholson of the marines, were noted as daring 
riders, always In Ibe first fl’ghtof the field. In a word, fox hunt¬ 
ing was the fashion In Washington, and most of the beaux and 
uot a few of tbe belles participated In the sport. 

During the last Winter of the second term of tbe Jackson ad¬ 
ministration, tbe writer was present at % hunt, the ludicrous and 
remarkable incidents of which are as fresh In Iris memory sb If 
they bad occurred yeetesday. It was intended to be a grand gala 
day^snd had been the town talk for a fortulgbt There was to 
be a trial of speed between selected hounds from the Baltimore, 
Washington, and Chichester kennels, the latter located In Fair¬ 
fax county, Va., and claimed to be the strongest in the state. 

On the appointed day the united packs, comprising some thirty 
couple of bounds, met at 11 a. m. at Ecklngton, the country seat 
of the late Joseph Gales, the great editor of bis day, aud after a 
magnificent dtjeuner a la fvurchelte to some thirty or forty In¬ 
vited guests, tbe party, including half a dozen or more young 
ladies, all arrayed In the uniform of the club, proceeded to an old 
field close by where the fox was to be turned down, and here was 
a crowd of at least one hundred horsemen, of high and low de¬ 
gree, and mounted on borsea of the like heterogeneous quality. 
These interlopers occasioned mucb delay; they thrust themselves 
everywhere, and interfered with the arrangements, and seemed 
to think that they, and not the hounds, were to capture the fox. 
After mucb persuasion and with the aid of a number of aelf-ap- 
polnled stewards, the mob was got into some sort of order. 
Meanwhile Clarke, our huntsman, slipped out of sight Into an 
adjoining field and turned the quarry loose; giving him ten min¬ 
utes’ law, tbe hounds were then uncoupled and laid on, and Im¬ 
mediately went off at speed on a burnlng.scent. the thunder¬ 
ous roar of sixty canine throats and the yells and objurgations of 
tbe mounted mob wss too mucb for many of the horses, and a 
regular stampede occurred. In an Instant half the saddles were 
emptied and their cockney occupants lay sprawling on the 
ground, while tbelr horses, frantic with fright, were ekurrying 
hither and thither In every direction, but the old hunters and 
members of tbe club to tbe manner born, got out of the ruck 
and slipped away at the tall of the pack, and bad s fine sport of 
speed In tbe direction of Blsdensburg, but here Just at the bridge 
the screaming pack encountered tbe Baltimore stage—there were 
no railways then—laden down with passengers Tbe stage 
borsea took fright, and running off at full speed down the plke^ 
added to tbecoufuelon and excitement, and we came to a momen¬ 
tary check, for reynard passed under the bridge and swam the 
narrow stream Just below It, and made off in the direction of 
Rlveradale, Mr. Charles Calvert’s plsce. The leading bonnda, 
however, were not to be balked. They soon hit the trail and led 
off at such speed as soon thinned the field. At Rlversdsle the 
fox waa beaded back by some farm doga, doubled on hla track 
and made a bee line for the Potomac, hoping, donbtlcaa, to reach 
hla Virginia borne. HU line of flight lay through the confmons 
between the Capitol and the Navy Yard, and tba cry of the peek 
could be distinctly heard In tbe heart of the city. It was a bold 
andgallanl attempt on the part of reynard, bat the fox oarer 
Ilv4r who could outfoot those hounds. Tbe poor fellow waa 
run Into and killed on the vary brink of the river, some 
three or four hundred yards below the loo* bridge In 
full vlaw of moat of the members of the boot, loclud- 
Ing the ladles, to one of whom the brush waa presented. And 
here commenced one of the moat ludicrous scenes aval' wUnaasad

perlments with wapllle, Nllgan antelope*, and other animals, had 
been carried out with great success. Full grown mountain wild 
goats, however, rarely endured their captivity more than three- 
quarters of a year, and, consequently, young kids were reared by 
domesticated goats, and covered by a male of their own breed, 
Introduced for the occasion, when they arrived at a proper age. 
In this way a very respectable herd had been got together, when 
the death of the King led to the project of stocking Mont Viso 
being given up, together with all the other breeding and accli¬ 
matization experiments which he had carried on at La Mandrla. 
Of the forty wild goats on hand wheu circumstances thus chang¬ 
ed thirty-three have passed into the possession of the Prince of 
Pless, who had them forwarded, under the care of their former 
keeper to the chamois preserves In the Duchy of Balzburg, which 
he and some friends rent together. Within a week of their ar¬ 
rival, at the beginning of last month, all the other animals, shout 
half the total number, were turned out free, the younger ones 
and the small kids being kept still In confinement till vegetation 
should be more advanced upon the mountain heights. Probably, 
by this time, these also have been set at liberty. At the time of 
the old Prince-Bishops of Salzburg, this locality was a favorite 
haunt of the maintain wild goat, and It is hoped that the Prince’s 
spirited attempts to reintroduce It may prove successful. Hith¬ 
erto, however, all attempts in this direction have been absolute 
failures, so far as the Austrian Alps are concerned. — The Coun¬ 
try. _ a _ 

Asiatic Elephants in Afbica. —There has been much talk 
lately with reference to the utilization of the Indian elephant in 
Africa, and as an experiment, the King of the Belgians went to 
the expense of getting two males and two females brought from 
the Government of Bombay. These, with six mahonts and a 
sergeant, reached the African coast at Massanl Bay, on May 29. 
The nearest favorable point of the coast to which the vessel could 
approach was 600 yards of, and It was resolved to attempt to 
make the elephants swim this distance. The first elephant to be 
disembarked was surrounded with ropes to which clung two 
mahnuls. At the moment of Immersion the mahouts, clinging to

—There is a body of men now in session at Sirs toga, the im¬ 
portance of whom, by reason of their unostentatious proceedings, 
is apt to be underrated. Tbis body is organized for the propa¬ 
gation of Science and Is known as the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science. It deals with facts and problems 
Within the legitimate reach of its labors, by no means excluding 
those of education, which is perhaps the most knotty of them all, 
since It is concerned wlLh the perpeluum mobile of the steadily 
advancing, changing and expanding mind in its phases of growth. 
What food to administer to it while in this transitional condition, 
and In what forms and doses, that it may not only absorb but as¬ 
similate lt,for Us own future well-being are questions well worthy 
of the serious consideration of our best thiukers. Education, 
like morality, has a history of systematic, orderly evolution, and 
applies to the life-time of individuals as well as the history of 
the aggregated race. The way we Instruct a young child differs 
from the mode of explanations we use In addressing a mature 
mind, and nations In their Infancy bad naturally a different sys¬ 
tem of education than what would be serviceable when they reach 
their culmination. The scholar of highest standing four centuries 
ago, would in the heated struggle for existence which is waged 
at the present hour, cut with all of his erudite attainments a 
rather helpless figure, and bis education in its true practical 
sense should aim for a training and acquisition of those facul¬ 
ties which will best enable him to hold his own In the environ¬ 
ment under which he happens to be born. That such a training 
under our preseut altered conditions can no longer be rendered 
efficient by the exclusive tuition of metaphysics or extinct lang¬ 
uages is an obvious fact, which has become recognized more 
quickly by the practical intultlvenesa of the people on this side 
of the Atlantic than elsewhere; hence we find now au irresistible 
current In favor of what is termed Science teaching, which Is in 
reality nothing but a natural process of learning to diaw accurate 
conclusions from the incontestable evidence of our external senses, 
whereby clear and orderly impressions are made upon the mind. 
The grand harmony of nature furnishes these facts in unlimited 
numbers, and their study under the uame of natural history 
has thus become a leading feature in the curriculum of 
all advanced Institutions. That its importance has not escaped 
a body of such foremost men as the American Association for 
Advancement of Science is maulfest by such former addresses as 
that of Its vice-president, Prof. A- Grote, whifreln he unravels 
many of its intricacies. The general tenor of the Intelligent 
press Is also full of this vital question. As a sample we may 
select a few well-put suggestions in the Scientific American, as 
set forth in one of Its thoughtful and vigorous editorials. In 
speaking of the Influence the Scientific Association should exer¬ 
cise upon the educational question, and laying down a few prima¬ 
ry taugible suggestions in the way of its practical administration, 
the writer is In favor of 

Firtl. —The establishment of primary schools for children be¬ 
tween five and nine years of age, where no booksare to be used, 
and object teaching Is to be relied on for Instruction in the sev¬ 
eral branches. The hours for tuition to be less than is now the 
practice in teaching children between these ages. 

Second .—The introduction of physical, natural, and social sci¬ 
ence in the common schools,while the present teaching of grammar, 
geography, and declamation may be curtailed, and, iu part, dis¬ 
continued. The outlines of mechanics and industrial arts re 
celved in the public schools will assist the pupils In their after 
lives. 

Third .—The establishment of a higher grade of Bcbools In 
which an outline at least of the university course be pursued. 
The tuition to be by demonstrative lectures, and degrees to be 
conferred which will carry weight In professional aud govern¬ 
mental examinations. 

Fourth .—The entirely secular administration of the schools 
and the teaching of morality without being associated with any 
system of theology. This reform we seem to clearly owe to the 
spirit of our republican government and to a national sense of 
justice. 

If these ideas were carried out practically in all of our schools, 
we might have at last a rational system of instruction, which, by 
consulting nature In Its mode of representation, would promote 
the harmonious development of the child’s Intellectual faculties. 
Where no books but objects are used in the primary stages tile 
mind of the child grasps the Idea as an easy result of external 
presentation, aud becomes knowing In place of learned, which is 
only too often a barren accomplishment due to books alone, 
which may truly be said to be in a certain sense second hand 
knowledge. 

Tne state of Illinois has already taken the lead In this impor¬ 
tant matter by a uni orm Introduction of the study of natural 
history Into its public schools, and teachers paid by the state are 
not qualified unless fully competent to teach these branches. 
A few more steps in tbis direction will clear the hazy atmosphere 
of present tuition and bring children face to face with thou¬ 
sands of attractive facts, which will ever after be objects of lu 
terest and Intellectual inquiry. 

—The never-falling companions In fact the only ones to ships 
doubling Cape Horn, are the albatross and the cape pigeon. The 
latter represents the little Auk of our northern latitudes, while 
the former, strictly speaking, has no analogous species within 
the opposite arctic belt. Both are easily captured by means of 
pieces of pork attached to lines of requisite strength paid out 
from the quarter deck of rbips, the crews of which are fond of 
enlivening tbs monotony of their long, stormy sea voyage around 
the dreaded headlands of the southern continents by pastimes of 
that sort. When the albatross is landed upon the deck of the 
vessel he becomes, after being duly liberated from ttl fatal hook, 
just as helpless as a fish upon dry land. He sulks gravely and 
unsteadily about the decks and greedily swallows anything In the 
way of eaUbles which may be offered to him. In fact he 
hardly differs In his acts from an ordinary Ume goose. He is 
sometimes sacrificed by the sailors to their promptings of curios- 
Ity lu respect to the contents of his stomach, and also for the 
sake of souvenirs of his beak and ceruln parU of his skeleton. 
His long, slightly curved humerus makes pipe stems, whistles or 
anything that fancy may suggest, while his blesched skull and 
beak may be teen ornamenting many a window of the houses of 
sailors’ landlords in our seaport towns. Generally, however, after 
satisfying a fair amount of curiosity In respect to the albatross 
itself, the largest winged toller of the seas, he Is lifted up like a 
helpless pig and thrown back Into his native element. If the 
sea is smooth, which Is, however, In these latitudes rarely the 
case, this change from the dry deck to the great deep does not 
materially alter clrcumsUncea excepting at to locomotion, which 
is now easy swimming In place of clumsy walking. Ordinarily, 
however, he Ukea to wing with the first lift afforded by the crest 
of any wave upon which be poised, and la soon borne out of 
sight. The writer has in many instances observed the propen¬ 
sity evinced by this voracious bird to vomit greater or leaser 
quantities of freshly swallowed food The cape pigeon, In turn, 
ejecU small quantities of an orange-colored oil, but no solids. 


The correspondent of the New York Heraid, now accompanying 
the polar expedition of the steamer Jeannette, ascribes In a re¬ 
cent graphic letter this habit In the birds captured by the crew of 
that vessel to the results of sea-sickness, though this Ingenious 
suggestion may not be the accurate solution of this habit. We 
would differ as we never saw the sea pigeon vomit solids but only 
clear oil, and the effects upon this bird's stomach ought to be of 
the same order as upon that of the albatross. We have noticed 
also, time and again, In our limited experience, gulls, oormoranta 
and other water birds vomit fish, either whole or partly digested, 
when struck by shot on the wing, though apparently unhurt ex¬ 
cepting for this. And if we assume that, as In case of the mer¬ 
ganser, these remains were not wholly swallowed but retained In 
the throat, there are also grounds to suppose that this must be 
the case in lustance of the albatross. He vomits as soon as he 
Is lauded upon the deck and has not hail time yet to become 
sea sick. It sounds as a very novel Idea and makes a good point 
In a newspaper article to speak of a sea sick sea bird, but it is 
more reasonable to suppose that the writers own sensations may 
lead him to ascribe even to the birds experience as of the same 
kind, though analogies will hardly support bis fanciful views. 

—It would perhaps be well for the prospector of any new shoot¬ 
ing grounds for woodcock to study the geological features of the 
selected territory to be canvassed for that purpose. If the rocks 
forming the water sheds of the streams, along the alluvial bot¬ 
toms of which we may look for this choicest of all game birds, be 
sandstone or conglomerate, it would be reasonable to assume 
that sandy matter forms the deposits along the banks, which ac¬ 
cumulate with each overflow or freshet. The question now is 
simply this, as to whether the angle worm, which forms ordinary 
prey of the woodcock, prefers soil made up of worn sandstones to 
that of shales and limestones, or otherwise? If the latter are more 
suited to his nature, the woodcock in following up his natural food 
would be more abundant and his chief enemy, the sportsman, 
might make a note of it, and Inform himself by a single glance at 
any geological map of his state where to look for bis game. 
There Is a solid chain interconnecting all animal life mutually, 
and again fixing their conditions upon their physical surround¬ 
ings as determined by climate and the features of land and water. 
In studying well their Interdependencies the sportsman will save 
both labor and time and ensure success. 

—There has been much discussion lately in many scientific 
periodicals on both sides of the Atlantic, concerning the so- 
called Rain tree, a native of Bolivia. Travelers have asserted, 
that a continuous shower of rain descends from Its thickly leaved 
branches,without any obvious special cause of this curious property. 
An article In Nature published a year ago sets present specula¬ 
tions at rest, by referring the origin of these showers to the in¬ 
tervention of a certain species of ants,which are said to excrete a 
fluid peculiar to them in such great quantities, that owing to the 
Immense number of these Insects their aggregated excretions are 
calculated to convey the impression of a shower of rain. This, 
however, could at best happen only periodically. Ants, like all 
other Insects, have their tlmo of rest, and showers of their exrre- 
tlous would have to take a respite likewise. Over an J above this 
there are analogies In the vegetable world, which point more 
reasonably to the action of the leaves themselves, which, shed¬ 
ding moisture, and by their great number, could give rise to a 
continuous dropping. The Potlonia imptrialie, for instance, 
offers grounds for such a supposition. This tree, a native of 
China, has been long ago acclimated lu many of our Southern 
States, where It thrives very luxuriantly, as high as Virginia. 
Its leaves are large and numerous and shed a watery fluid, even 
in the driest time of the year, say July and August, in such 
quantities that there Is, particularly after sunset, a continuous 
dripping felt, as if a heavy dew had been condensed upon their 
surface. This may be possibly at the bottom of the mystery, if 
such there be, and its leaves may be on one hand good conden¬ 
sers of moisture, while tbelr smooth surfaces on the other, does 
not retain the condensed globules of water, which roll off, and by 
falling slowly from leaf to leaf, at last Increase in size sufficiently 
to swell into drops of appreciable size. Certain it is, that in this 
case, at least, no ants are in any manner responsible for the 
watery exudation of the Pollonia. 

Viviparous Snakes—Battle Between a “Racer” and 
Rattlesnake. 

Port Royal, Tern. 

Editor Chicago Field: —Your correspondent, Mr. J. W. 
Crockett, of DeWitt, Ark., is correct in stating iu the Chicaoo 
Field of Aug. 3d, that the moccasin snake swallows Its young 
when danger threatens. The moccasin, like the rattlesnake, is 
viviparous, and you will find upon Investigation that all vivipa¬ 
rous snakes swallow tbelr young when threatened or disturbed. 

I have uever been an eye-witness of anything of the kind, but I 
have been informed by gentlemen of undoubted veracity, that 
such is the case. 

Mr. I. M. Fort relates having seen a large number of moccasins 
on a raft or drift that bad accumulated above a bridge pillow. 
Standing on the bridge be threw a stick at them, and Instantly 
five or six young ones ran down the old one’s throat. I could 
mention another similar circumstance corroborating Mr. Fort’s 
statement, but let the above suffice. That rattlesnakes swallow 
their young is a fact known to all persons familiar with the 
habits of that species of the reptile family. Our venerable friend, 
Uncle David Northlngton, often relates to bis youog friends, 
having killed ten or a dozen rattlesnakes at one shot with bis 
rifle. He fouud a very large rattlesnake colled under the root of a 
tree that had been blown down by a storm. He fired at It with his 
rifle, and the lustant the bullet bit It, It-opened Its mouth and 
eight or ten young snakes crawled out of Its mouth,and continued 
to crawl around the old one In an agitated and excited manner 
for several seconds, when the old one made a hissing or buzzing 
noise peculiar to them when disturbed, opened her mouth, and all 
the young ones ran down her throat. 

Since you asked tor information In regard to snakes swallow¬ 
ing tbelr youog. I have made diligent Inquiries of old persons 
conversant with the habits of snakes, and said Inquiries have de¬ 
veloped some very Interesting fae a In connection with the habits 
of snakes. I find that the common black snake (it la not vivi¬ 
parous like the rattlesnake and moccasin) la the deadly enemy of 
the rattlesnake, and perhaps of all poisonous snakes. A reliable 
old gentleman relates having witnessed a terrible struggle 
between a black snake and rattlesnake. The gentleman alluded 
to was out in the woods several miles south of this place, where 
he was startled by the appearance of a large black snake, known 
with us as the “ racer.” He says It darted by him with the ra¬ 
pidity of greased lightning—taking a direct course, as If in pur¬ 
suit of something. He Immediately followed In its wake, when 
be suddenly came upon It; It bad not ceased Its rapid movements, 
but was going round and round with lightning rapidity, making 
a complete circle of several feet In diameter. In the center of the 
circle was a rattlesnake of tremendous size, colled, with Its head 
erect, and ready for striking, and Intently watching the move¬ 
ments of the blsck snake as It approached nearer sod nearer by 
gradually contracting the elide, when It darted like an arrow at 
the rattlesnake, and seising It by the back part of Its bead en¬ 
twined Itself about the upper part of the rattlesnake’s body with 


a death-grip. Then a desperate struggle ensued, the “racer” 
maintaining Its hold as tenaciously as a bull dog. It never re¬ 
laxed Its deadly coll until Its victim ceased to struggle; having 
killed It, not by biting it (as they are not poisonous, and are per¬ 
fectly harmless toward man) but by strangulation. The ’’ racer” 
then withdrew several feet, and quietly watched Us victim, ap¬ 
parently to satisfy Itself that life was extinct. Then It was per¬ 
mitted to crawl off. Thus was the slayer of both man and beast 
conquered by skillfully avoiding lta venomous fangs. Birdo. 


Relative Aob or Animals.— The average age of cats Is 15 
years; of squirrels and hares, 7 to 8 years; rabbits, 7; a bear 
rarely exceeds 90 years; a dog lives 30 years, a wolf 30, a fox 14 
to 16; lions are long lived, the one known by the name of Pompy 
living to the age of 70. Elephants have been known to live to 
the great age of 400 years. When Alexander the Great bad con 
quered Porus, king of India, be took a great elephant which had 
fought valiantly for the, king, and named him Ajax, dedicated 
him to the sun, and let him go wlttT'this Inscription: “ Alexan¬ 

der, the son of Jupiter, dedicated Ajax to the sun.” The ele¬ 
phant was found with this Inscription 350 years after. Pigs have 
been known to live to the age of 30, and the rhinoceros to 29; a 
horse has been known to live to the age of 63, but averages 25 to 
30; camels sometimes live to the age of 100; stags are very long 
llvee; sheep seldom exceed the age of 10; cows live about 15 
years. Culver considers It probable that whales sometimes live 
1,000 years. The dolphin and porpoise attain the age of 80; an 
eagle died at Vienna at the age of 104; ravens frequently reached 
the age of 100; swans have been known to live 300 years. Mr. 
Malerton has the skeleton of a swan that attained the age of 300 
years. Pelicans are long-lived. A tortoise has been known to 
live to the age of 107 years.— Exchange. 


Edible Turtles. —Jacksonville, Ill .—Editor Chicago Field :— 
I had never tasted of turtle soup except at hotels. I didn't 
know how It was made, or what kind of turtles were used. I 
had heard that the soft-shell turtles were good to eat. Beyond this 
I knew nothing. We were fishing in the Mississippi bottoms. 
We had bad luck and were running low for fish, flesh or fowl. I 
caught a soft-shell turtle. He was about the size of a half 
bushel. I gently led him to the bank with a Goodridge No. 11 rod 
as easy as you please. 1 thought I had hooked on a log, but be 
yielded a little and I had him. He couldn’t get away from the 
spring of the rod, aud he came out like a little man. We deter¬ 
mined to eat him. None of us had never dressed or eaten a 
turtle. We cut him open and were astonished at the beauty of 
the meat—as white as chicken and delicate as squirrel. We cut 
it up into small pieces and helled It three or four hours, and 
added the best we had, potatoes, and had as delicious a soup as 
could be made. I write this to induce others to try It. It was 
the nicest esmp delicacy I have ever partaken of. Can you tell 
me the other varieties of edible turtles we have) Perhaps some 
of your correspondents may do so. W. H. B. 


Centipede.— Prof. A 8. Packard,Jr., last Winter discovered a 
living Cermatia forcepe In some wrapping paper in bis bouse in 
Providence, R. I. He thinks that tbis poisonous centipede came 
in a bundle from Princeton, N. J., and that It was not a native 
of Rhode Island. The cermatia is the most highly developed of 
all myriapods. It is of a greenish-brown color, and has long, 
sprawling legs. Hitherto It has not been known to exist north of 
Philadelphia, where It has been found useful in destroying in¬ 
sects.
